{Precis in ETUDES Table of Contents: "Z. Laidi, research worker at the CNRS, 
CERI (Center for International Study and Research). Is Soviet penetration 
progressing in Black Africa? Under wnat form: military, ideological or 
economic? Through Cuba? What is the significance of the treaties which the 
USSR signed with Angola, Mozambique, Ethiopia and the Congo in 1976? These, 
in sum, are the questions put to a research worker of the CERI by ETUDES in 
order to update “multipolar” aspects of East-West rivalry."] 


[Text] Question: /Since the Angolan crisis of 1975 the Soviet Union has 
continued to take its place in Africa as one of the major participants in the 
diplomatic-strategic game. At the same time it has advocated a policy of 
detente. Do you see any incompatibility here? And what reason can you give 
for the USSR's renewed interest in this part of the world?/ 


[Answer] The success of the USSR's African policy since 1975 can only be 
understood in the context of the relationship between the diplomatic-strategic 
interests of a great power and the expectations of a growing number of African 
states. In the context of an Africa market by aggravation of economic 
domination and acceleration of political changes as historically anachronistic 
systems like the Portuguese colonial empire or the Ethiopian empire are dis- 
placed, the political forces requesting the support of the USSR see that 
support as a means of consolidating their power and their sovereignty. In 
order to support the positions of its allies, the Soviet Union has given them 
privileged treatment in supplying military equipment; this is still its most 
effective and most tested means of action. Since 1975 it has provided aid to 
black Africa worth $2.5 billion, or 15 percent of its total military aid to 
developing countries. Between 1960 and 1974, Africa accounted for only 3 
percent of these commitments. In addition to Angola and Ethiopia, the USSR 
sends weapons and advisers to a growing number of states whose common 
characteristic is not ideological or political but that they find this 
military assistance support fur their sovereignty and a means of rationalizing 











their internal politics. In these conditions, weapons deliveries, a 
convenient source of profit and influence, are available for almost every 
country that asks for them. That is why parallel to the support it has given 
progressive regimes, up until their downfall, the Soviet Union did not 
hesitate to grant military support to such discredited regimes as that of 
N'Guema Macias in Equatorial Guinea and Idi Amin Dada in Ugarda. In the first 
case this military assistance enabled the Soviet Union to benefit from 
extensive fishing rights until 1979; in the second case it gave the USSR an 
opportunity to maintain its political positions in eastern Africa after it 
withdrew from the Sudan. 


The USSR is a great military power which does not easily resist the temptation 
of political opportunism, but it is still a power whose actions are also 
legitimized through ideology. By intervening as it has, it has clearly tried 
to show African states that the policy of detente to which it was committed 
was in no way incompatible with its support for liberation movements and 
radical social forces. Profiting from the Sino-American rapprochement, the 
Soviet Union had no trouble reclaiming the monopoly of ideological, diplomatic 
and military support to the Third World which the PRC had tried to take away 
from it in the 1960's. In this connection the objective identification of 
Chinese interests with those of the Republic of South Africa and the United 
Stated at the time of the crisis in Angola in 1975 is a good illustration of 
the reversal of the position of Chinese and Soviet forces in Africa compared 
to the positions they occupied at the beginning of the 1960's. 


Designed to combat Chinese infiuence, the strengthening of Soviet action is 
meant to erode Western positions, especially the American position. But while 
trying to take advantage of the economic and political vulnerability of the 
West, the Soviet Union does not take action until after an irreversible 
weal.ening of regional and global constraints. And by intervening without 
committing its own combat forces, in juridically defensible, even 
unimpeachable, conditions in regions which the Americans themselves do not 
consider of vital interest to Western security, the USSR has been able to 
limit the American response. Consideration of all these elements explains 
why since 1975 the USSR has been able to undo, at the least possible cost, 

the ‘girdle of detente” which Kissinger thought he had obliged it to wear 
indefinitely, comparing the potential gains to be derived from it to the real 
costs of Soviet activism. Since the Angolan crisis, the Soviet Union, like 
the United States, has therefore allowed itself to engage in a regional policy 
in Africa which does not systematically affect pursuit of the global dialogue. 
This uncoupling is all the easier in that it entails increased influence made 
(except in the case of Angola and Ethiopia) with a material and human invest- 
ment which, while locally decisive, has been insignificant at the global 
level. 


Since then, the Soviet Union's willingness to respond to African expectations 
as a diplomatic and military ally can be fuily understood only in the context 
of an analysis which emphasizes the fact that its activities in Africa yield 
benefits for it while saving it from having to choose betweer global and 
regional objectives, between the imperatives of strategic power and the 
obligations of ideological pcwer. 














/Q. Since the USSR has taken an interest in Africa its policy has been 
invariably successful. Do you think that the progress it is making now, which 
appears to be spectacular, is irreversible or fragile?/ 


[Answer] Since 1960 the USSR's relations with the African states have been 
contractual ones based on the mutual consent of both parties. These relations 
are by their very nature much more fragile than the solid vertical ones inherit 
inherited from the colonial era which tie the African states to their former 
masters. In the 1960's, despite the apparent solidity of the links between 

the USSk and Modibo Keita's Mali or Nkrumah's Ghana, the Soviet "grip" 
{greffe"] remained limited to the diplomatic field or to the establishment of 

a state economy. 


Despite Khruschev's wish to present the USSR as a model for an alternative form 
of development differing from the Western model, the Soviet presence has in 

no way altered the organic link between the African states and the Western 
countries. From the USSR's inability in the past to consolidate its gains 

in Guinea, Sudan, Nigeria and Somalia, one could easily say that it must 
inevitably withdraw from Ethiopia, Angola and Mozambique once the tensions 
existing in these countries have quieted down. Such an analysis enables 

one to emphasize that the Soviet Union has not yet solved the essential 
problem of continuing its influence beyond conflict situations. But having 
said that, and although I am convinced that in existing circumstances the 
Soviet Union could not create irreversible alliances, I do think that the fact 
that Soviet policy and the African context itself keep changing directions 
means that we cannot approach Soviet-African relations from so static a 
viewpoint. 


In the first place, I think we must challenge reasoning based on a supposedly 
unavoidable Soviet failure, because this prejudges the superior ability of the 
West to respond to African expectations more effectively than the USSR. 
Thinking that the African states allied with the USSK are merely temporarily 
"led astray" has a paternalistic connotation which implies that African 
leaders are unable to assess the disadvantages of an alliance with the USSR. 


In the second place, the USSR's action should be analyzed in connection with 
the globalization of the power of a country /which no longer accepts a Western 
right to exclusive influence in this part of the world./ If we take a closer 
look at the evolution of the USSR's Africa policy in the last 20 years, we 
see that the usual conception of that policy--timely "thrusts" followed by 
"“withdrawals"--is rather simple. The fact is that faced with changes in 
regimes and changing situations which are not favorable to it the USSR is 
constantly adapting to local conditions in a given region and looking for 
substitute points of support. Thus, it lost its potential influence in Mali 
with the fall of Modibo Keita in 1968. Furthermore, financial debt and 
military dependence are levers which give the USSR a concrete means of 
influencing countries on the brink of bankruptcy. The military facilities 
for its air force which it seems to have obtained in Mopti (Mali) opportunely 
permit it to make up for the loss of identical facilities in Conakry. The 
relative importance of its trade with West Africa (60 percent of its trade 
with sub-Saharan Africa) helps it bridge the gap in the region caused by the 











weakness of its political ties with countries like Ghana, the Ivory Coast and 
Nigeria. In Central Africa, the USSR has made up for the failure of its 
adventures in Zaire by its presence in the Congo and Angola. In the Horn, 

in 1977 it balanced its departure from Somalia with its influence in Ethiopia. 
In east Africa, thanks to its military assistance, it ercded the Chinese 
positions in Tanzania, Mozambique, Zambia and Madagascar. 


In the third place, the conditions under which the USSR intervenes have 
changed substantively over the past 2 years. The presence of 40,000 soldiers 
from the socialist bloc and the role they play in the consolidation of the 
Angolan and Ethiopian regimes are a new element in Soviet-African relations. 
The considerable increase in arms shipments contrasts significantly with the 
limited economic capacity of those receiving those weapons to pay for then, 
and puts the African states in a new position of military dependence on the 
USSR. The USSR, having through its action in Angola and Mozambique found the 
way to project its military power into such sensitive areas as southern Africa 
and the Horn, will undoubtedly try to preserve the positions it has acquired; 
all the more so in that the contradictions now besetting Africa mean that 

the stakes in the area are increasingly complex, and a shortterm solution is 
unlikely. Some 6 years after the end of Portuguese dominance and despite the 
independence of Zimbabwe, Angola and Mozambique still face the South African 
military threat, although one might have expected the difficulties of 
Mozambique to have been alleviated. 


It is not unthinkable that even after the independence of Namibia the Republic 
of South Africa may maintain its military pressure on Angola by supporting 
UNITA, just as it does now by Supporting the opponents of Maputo. In the Hern, 
the Somali-Ethiopian conflict goes way beyond the African context and belongs 
increasingly in the broader context of the Gulf and the Middle East. The 
present hardening of American policy in the name of "strategic consensus" has 
led to a strengthening of the political intrasigence of the Republic of South 
Africa with respect to a Namibian settlement, inducing it to affirm its own 
military presence in the Horn. This has already led Angola, Mozambique and 
Ethiopia to strengthen their cooperation with the USSR. For this reason, and 
even if it is impossible to prove the theory that the Soviet Union's successes 
are irreversible, the theory according to which its failure is inevitable 

does not seem any more useful for gaining an understanding of the dynamics of 
Soviet-African relations as I have briefly explained them. 


/Q. This brings us naturally to ask you about the real impact of the Soviet 
presence on the regimes it supports, particularly those which claim to adhere 
to "Marxism-Leninism."/ 


[Answer] It seems to me that this "Marxist-Leninist" label to which Angola, 
Ethiopia, Benin, Mozambique and the Congo officially adhere cannot be directly 
attributed to Soviet policy. Identification with the ideals of "scientific 
socialistm" for African leaders is a code of political legitimization and a 
lever to be used in governing which is less discredited than the sullied 
references to "specific socialist." At any rate, I don't think this internal 
dimension is anything more than doctrinary faithfulness to the USSR, even if 
for tactical reasons certain states use this reference as a political token to 





give the Soviet Union in exchange for concrete advantages, particularly 
military ones. Although it probably has few illusions about the Marxist 
orthodoxy of African leaders, the USSR uses this ideological label in order 
to support, justify and amplify its gains in Africa. That is why even if 

the principal allies of the USSR call themselves Marxist-Leninist, it is only 
in more concrete terms that the impact of the Soviet presence can be evaluated. 
Thus, and in order to go beyond the ambiguities inherent in the 
undifferentiated use concepts like "penetration," "domination," and 
"manipulation," I am tempted to view Soviet policy in terms of /gradual levels 
of influence/. 


In its bilateral relations with Africa, the USSR has, since 1960, worked hard 
to become accepted as a “power like the others" and, from there, thus to 
reduce the hostility potential of the African states toward it. It seems to 
me that this initial level of influence has been largely attained, and only 
the Ivory Coast and Malawi refuse symbolically to establish or reestablish 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union. Working through trade and its 
contribution to various development projects, and also through arms sales, the 
USSR tries to maintain at least minimum ties with countries which have little 
ideological affinity with it (Ghana, Ivory Coast, Nigeria). 


One of the USSR's main channels of influence is still through the training of 
African personnel in socialist countries. At present almost 23,000 Africans 
from 38 countries are involved in programs of economic, scientific and 
technical training in the USSR and Eastern Europe. This is a high number. It 
has not only doubled in less than 5 years but it represents almost half of 

the training program for personnel from developing countries in the socialist 
world. It seems to me that the potential leverage for influence which the 
Soviet Union can get out of these programs is all the greater in that they are 
given for nationals of countries well beyond those which can be considered 

its allies. Even though Ethiopians are the best represented, there are many 
more Nigerians and Malgasays than Angolans and Mozambiquans. It is also 
particularly interesting to note the growing role played by Eastern Europe in 
this area. Not only do they reduce the burden which the granting of scholar- 
ships places on the USSR, but above and beyond that, they relay the Soviet 
Union's influence to countries which would find it politically less 
compromising to send students to Eastern Europe than to the USSR. This at 

any rate is the result of a study comparing training programs in the USSR and 
in Eastern Europe for personnel from countries having tense political 
relations with the USSR, such as Zaire, the Sudan and Somalia. Paradoxically, 
in the military realm, the number of Africans training in the USSR and Eastern 
Europe is tending to diminish. This could be because the Soviets prefer to 
send military advisers to Africa or to extend the Cuban presence there. The 
example of Somalia is certainly there to remind us that extensive development 
of programs for training military and civilian personnel does not necessarily 
lead to the ideological subjection to the USSR of persons who will have 
relatively important responsibilities when they return to their own country. 
But at the same time one should not ignore the advantage which the USSR can 
hope to get from these programs, even if it is only to achieve a better 
balance with the Western influence among the African elite. 








Beyond this level of influence, the USSR methodically endeavors to seek with 
care the broadest possible regional diplomatic agreements with African states, 
setting aside their domestic politics. It is at this second ievel that the 
results obtained by the USSR since 1975 seem the most tangible. By appearing 
in Angola as Africa's best ally against the Republic of South Africa, the USSR 
legitimized its activities in the eyes of countries which were initially 
hostile or reserved about its intervention (Tanzania, Zambia, Nigeria). In 
the Horn, a country as firmly anchored in the Western camp as Kenya judged 

the Soviet-Cuban intervention in support of Ethiopia a necessary evil given the 
somali Irredentism which also threatened it. The perception of a Soviet-Cuban 
“danger” has diminished considerably, even though it has a tendency to be 
replaced by the Libyan "peril." 


However, although these two thresholds of influence have undoubtedly been 
crossed, it doesn't seem so easy for the USSR to attain higher levels of 
influence. The diplomatic alliance it is trying to forge with African states 
on matters which do not directly concern Africa is far from a fait accompli. 
On a matter as important for the USSR as the Afghan question, only 6 African 
countries (Angola, Ethiopica, Mozambique, Seychelles, Madagascar, Sao Tome 

et Principe) voted with the Soviet Union, whereas 27 others voted against it 
in the United Nations. Countries like Benin, which claim the Marxist-Leninist 
label, or the Congo, which signed a friendship and cooperation treaty with the 
USSR last May, preferred to take refuge in abstention. That being said, 
however, we must note that in viewing the Third World as a whole, it is in 
Africa that the USSR gets the most diplomatic support. 


The fourth level of influence which the USSR may try to attain is based on 
efforts to create /a structural alliance/ with its choice allies. The 
features of such an alliance would be related to the USSR's essential 
contribution to the strengthening of the regimes of these countries, to [its 
contribution to] the size of their agreed military investment and to their 
diplomatic and strategic importance. Angola and, even moreso, Ethiopia 

are /perhaps/ forerunners of such alliances. Over the past 6 years these 

two countries alone have absorbed 70 percent of all Soviet arms shipments to 
Black Africa made since 1960, and received 30,000 Cuban soldiers. Because 
of the obvious political and strategic advantage to the USSR of maintaining 
its position in Ethiopia, it grants Ethiopia exceptional terms for the 
repayment of its military debt, sells it petroleum at a preferential price, 
buys its coffee at advantageous conditions, and offers it credits of a size 
to contrast with the modest nature of Soveit economic involvement in Black 
Africa. In exchange, The USSR seeks, and not without difficulty, to promote 
the institutionalization of the military regime on the communist model and to 
obtain military facilities on the Red Sea. But the apparent solidity of this 
type of alliance in no way implies a vassalization of African states. Even 
if they are not unaware of the USSR's attempts to be the arbiters of their 
internal political affairs and to demand military advantages, they are not 
without means to resist these demands. In many cases the concessions the 
African states grant to the USSR have a purely formal meaning for the former, 
while the latter attaches great symbolic value to them. The Ethiopian armed 
forces may have accepted the principle of the creation of a communist party, 














but they have not reduced their control over Ethiopian public life for this 
reason. Madagascar voted with Moscow on the Afghan matter at the United 
Nations only to obtain Soviet support for its project of a conference on the 
Indian Ocean. One might even say that the formal concessions made to the USSR 
are sometimes used, paradoxically, as < way of keeping the USSR at a distance. 
The conclusion of a friendship treaty with the USSR enabled Angola to partici- 
pate more freely in the West's attempts to achieve a settlement in Namibia. 

An identical treaty helped the Congo refuse the USSR the use of its port of 
Pointe-Noir for military purposes. 


/Q. Precisely. Since we're talking about the Congo, let us recall that even 
more recently the USSR signed a friendship and cooperation treaty with this 
country. There have been other treaties of this type with other countries. 
What do you see as the function of these diplomatic acts, which, when viewed 
from the outside, look like a display of "pactomania"?/ 


[Answer] The treaties of friendship and cooperation which tie the USSR to 
Angola since 1976 and to Mozambique since 1977, to Ethiopia since 1978, and 
to the Congo since 1981 fairly well illustrate the contractual nature of 
Soviet-African relations which I pointed out earlier, as well as the possible 
gap between the meanings attributed to these acts by the Soviets and the 
Africans. For the USSR these treaties, the content of which hardly varies 
from one African country to another, can be interpreted firstly as a means of 
classical diplomacy associated with solemn acts. But above and beyond their 
symbolic dimension, these treaties clearly should be viewed in the context of 
a search for privileged allies in the Third World, with which the USSR wishes 
to establish close and well-structured relations. The countries who signed 
these treaties are meant to occupy an intermediate position between the 
socialist bloc and the rest of the Third World. But the Soviets generally 
consider them of great importance. The fact that in less than 5 years it has 
signed four treaties with Africa shows the great importance it attaches to 
its foreign policy on that continent. 


To me these treaties have two essential functions. At the diplomatic level 
they enable the Soviet Union to assert itself alongside the United States as 
a power with solid allies. The adherence of the signatory countries to the 
general objectives of Soviet policy and the establishment of a system for 
regular consultation on bilateral matters as well as international matters 
enables the USSR to maintain a system of relations with diplomatic "clients." 


Referring once again to the vote on the Afghan matter, we note that, with the 
exception of the Congo all the African countries which have signed these 
treaties of friendship took the part of the Soviet Union. We should point out 
right away that although this voting behavior enabled the USSR to verify the 
apparent “efficacy” of these treaties, the diplomatic alignment of countries 
like Mozambique, Angola and Ethiopia with the Soviet Union is really a result 
of their military dependence. It is significant that the Congo, whose 
dependence is limited, abstained. 


The second function of these treaties is in the sphere of ideology. Despite 
all the reservations which should be borne in mind when using the 














Marxist-Leninist label, the tact that all the African countries who have 
Signed such treaties do officially espouse this ideology enables the USSR to 
increase the apparent coherence of its commitment in Africa. 


In the third place, these treaties contribute to a structuring and developing 
of links with countries which are beneficiaries of Soviet diplomatic and 
military support. Through what the treaties call "mutual familiarization with 
the achievements of the two countries," the USSR finds an appropriate context 
for promoting a distinctive element of its policy in the Third World: 

insuring its physical presence and enhancing its image. This function seems 
all the more important in that it contrasts noticeably with the USSR's general 
reluctance to establish such relations with Western countries. 


Finally, the treaties meet a concern identical to that found in Proust's 

"la Prisonniere" by trying to impart a structure to relations with partners 
likely to grow cooler. This dimension, which Helene Carrere d'Fncausse brought 
out a propos of tne Soviet-Egyptian treaty, is not totally absent in black 
Africa. 


The Soviet-Somali treaty of 1974, hastily interpreted in the West as a sign 
of growing subjugation of the Mogadiscio regime to the USSR, was really meant 
to put a stop to that country's rapprochement with moderate Arab countries. 
The treaty with Angola coincided with American initiatives in southern Africa; 
the treaty with the Congo came at a time when that country was strengthening 
its ties with the West. 


For their part, the African states, in signing these treaties, find a way-- 
without seriously commiting themselves--of giving the Soviet Union symbolic 
tokens of allegiance in exchange for substantial military assistance at 
relatively advantageous conditions. 


/Q. Do you think that Cuba's activities in Africa should be seen as Cuba's 
own strategy or that they are closely linked with that of the Soviet Union?/ 


[Answer] If we stick to logistical and financial aspects of Cuba's activities, 
we must take note of the fact that they seem to be largely dependent on 

Soviet support. Even in Angoia, where Cuba intervened initially on its own, 
the transport of heavy equipment and of haif of the expeditionary force was 
only made possible by the logistical support of the Soviet Union. In 
Ethiopia, where everything points to the USSR having taken the initiative, 
Cuba's subordination seems even greater. Having said this, I think 
nevertheless that it would be a great oversimplification of the complexity 

of Soviet-Cuban relations to argue from these facts that one should deny or 
underestimate the importance of Cuba's motivation in intervening in Africa. 

I also believe it is necessary to remember that Cuba's revolutionary 
evangelism is a fundamental part of Castro's revolution; one of the objectives 
of that revolution has always been to push back American influence wherever 

it has its weakest links, in other words in the Third World. This woridwide 
strategy, which has found fertile ground in Africa since 1975, is born of 
Cuba's major concern to overcome, by political action beyond its borders, 

the economic and political asphyxia it is subjected to by the United States. 











This strategy, which Cuba developed in the 1960's with great zeal but limited 
means in Africa (Congo) and Latin America (Bolivia,) and which simultaneously 
embarrassed the United States, the USSR and Canada, plunged Cuba into a double 
economic and political impasse. To get out of it, Havana decided, starting in 
the late 1960's, that it was in its best interests to work in close alliance 
with the USSR. This reevaluation of its position, which is still the basis of 
its African policy, helps us understand Cuba's essential concern, which is not 
to find ways of distinguishing itself from the Soviet Union, but to 
concentrate on what will help it serve its own interests while maintaining its 
freedom of action within the parameters set by Soviet foreign policy. 


Thus it seems to me that the real question we should ask should be posed not 
in terms of Cuba's dependence on the USSR but rather of evaluating the 
respective advantages gained by these two countries from their alliance in 
Africa. From Cuba’s point of view, the intervention in Angola was an important 
turning point in its world strategy because it was its first brilliant success 
in the Third World in which it scored indirectly against the United States. 
This success helped it considerably to hoist itself up to the rank of great 
military and diplomatic power even though some states question its autonomy 

of action with respect to the USSR. On the economic and financial level, Cuba 
not only got out of paying for its interventions in Africa but it gained 
economic advantages, especially since the 20-year agreement with the USSR in 
1976. By guaranteeing prices of sugar and nickel exported to the socialist 
world and supplies of petroleum at low prices, the USSR assumed a financial 
burden to the tune of $2.5 billion. This considerable sacrifice was not made 
without some advantage, nor were the advantages acquired by Cuba acquired 
without new subjugation. 


By having Cuban forces intervene instead of its own, the USSR lessens the 
risk of direct confrontation with the United States inasmuch as the latter 
would have difficulty equating Cuban intervention supported by the USSR with 
direct Soviet intervention. In the second place, the Cuban presence helps 
the USSR overcome the cultural and racial differences which have often inter- 
fered with its designs in Africa. Finally, its image of a besieged citadel 
in the Third World undoubtedly attenuates real or supposed perceptions of 
Soviet expansionism. 


Having said this, we should add that the conflict in the Horn has highlighted 
the risk Cuba runs in participating in conflicts where the interests of the 
USSR are paramount. By taking sides with Ethiopia, after committing itself 
in 1972 to explicitly supporting the Somali claims (which the USSR never did), 
and by ending its support to the Eritrean movements, Cuba espoused, without 
any apparent advantage to itself, the perfectly understandable turnabouts in 
Soviet policy in the region. Finally. and this is the most important point, 
the massive presence of Cuban forces is not without problems for African 
countries who, while they consider their presence indispensable, are never- 
theless annoyed, in Angola, for example, by the Cubans" habit of "giving 
lessons." Cuba, like the USSR, is not seen as a saving power by the African 
states which ask for its help, but rather as an indispensable temparary ally 
in difficult circumstances. 











/Q. So far we have spoken mainly about various aspects of the military and 
diplomatic strategy associated with the Soviet presence in Africa. Doesn't 
economic cooperation also have a place in the USSR's Africa policy, and if so, 
what place?/ 





[Answer] First, we should recall that, unlike the Western states, the USSR 

has more than half the energy reserves of the world, so it doesn't really have 
a strategy of supply designed to remedy deficiencies in national resources. 
The only mineral raw material it really lacks is bauxite, and Guinea will 
continue supplying it with bauxite until the year 2005 at the rate of 2.5 
million tons a year in exchange for the USSR's assistance in exploiting the 
Kindia deposits. Infact, most of the USSR's imports from Black Africa are 
coffee and cocoa. 





This low economic dependence largely explains the small place occupied by 
Black Africa in the USSR's trade with developing countries (10 percent 
approximately). This also increases the USSR's political margin for maneuver 
in the face of the economically vulnerable position of the West in southern 
Africa. Finally, it justifies the very modest dimensions of the USSR's 
program of economic assistance which, since 1975, has been no more than 4 
percent of its total aid to developing countries. These last years, the only 
economic engagement undertaken by the USSR in Black Africa was for the benefit 
of Ethiopia. This assistance granted to a privileged political ally is not 
widespread, however, since the credits open to Angola and Mozambique have been 
very low up to now. 


The modest nature of this economic assistance is in marked contrast to the 
renewed political interest accorded to this continent, and I think this is 
because of the rationalization of the foreign policy of a country which wants 
to get the largest dividends possible from its actions. Soviet aid often 
seems il]-adapted to the needs of African states because of its traditional 
deficiencies: slowness of payments, delays in delivering products, the 
narrowness of the range of its products of interest to African states, the 
rigidity of its technical assistance programs, and so on. As for the 
traditional advantages which the African states get from cooperation with the 
USSR (long-term agreements with guaranteed prices, settlements by means of 
clearing house, payment for shipments in the form of products), these tend to 
get blurred because their need for foreign currency to pay for imports of 
manufactured goods and energy leads the African countries to turn to Western 
markets primarily. The USSR, having gauged the small political dividends to 
be obtained from its economic commitments so far, is now tending to 
substitute agreements defined in terms of convertible currencies for almost 
all of its clearing house type agreements. By only including the economic 
dimension in a very small way in the whole of its African policy, the USSR 

is depriving itself of a means of extending its political influence. But this 
disadvantage is largely offset by the inconvenience that would be caused to 

it by increasing the number of countries it already subsidizes within the 
Council for Mutual Economic Assistance (Cuba, Vietnam). For this reason it 
shows no wish to take the place of the West as a privileged economic trading 
partner of its political allies. 
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A well-known example of an uncoupling of political privileged relations with 
the East and close economic relations with the West is Angola, 85 percent of 
whose receipts from exports comes from oil, which to a great extent is 
exploit7d with the help of American companies. But at the same time, the 
dynamics of economic relations between the USSR and Africa seem to be 
achieving new complementary dimensions. The first new dimension regards a 
tentative socialist division of labor whereby each country in the socialist 
world undertakes to intervent in Africa economically in the field in which it 
is most competent (Bulgaria in fishing and agriculture, the GDR in textiles 
and telecommunications, Czechoslovakia in the supply of power stations, 
Romania in geological] prospecting, particularly for petroleum, and Cuba in 
furnishing skilled labor for housing construction). The second dimension, 
which should not be underestimated, is the growing economic role played by 
arms shipments. These shipments were made in exchange for local products for 
periods from 8 to 10 years during the 1960's; now they are increasingly made on 
the basis of payment in foreign exchange. When its clients cannot meet these 
terms, the USSR asks to be paid in the form of strategic minerals. At any 
rate, this seems to be the mode of payment agreed upon for arms shipments to 
Mali and Zambia.

SAVIMBI SPEAKS ON UNITA, FNLA, TIES WITH SOUTH AFRICA 
Lisbon TEMPO in Portuguese 21 Jan 82 pp 16-18 


{Interview with UNITA president Jonas Savimbi, By Joac Rosa, in Rabat, Morocco, in 
January 1981] 


[Text] Rabat (TEMPO)--''We are more certain than ever that unless 
Portuguese of good will return to Angola, we cannot begin to 
think in terms of economic reconstruction. This is absolutely 
essential," declared Dr Jonas Savimbi, president of UNITA, in an 
important interview granted to us last week. In our last issue 
we printed statements from that interview regarding the forth- 
coming release of Portuguese prisoners by the UNITA forces 
fighting the MPLA regime. 





Today we publish the continuation of the interview, which takes 
up major aspects of the current situation in Angola, Africa 
and the world--including the current situation in Portugal--and 
looks at the future desired by the leader of this Angolan 
nationalist movement, who was recently honored with an official 
reception in Washington by Secretary of State Alexander Haig. 


It is noted that this was the fourth interview granted to us by 
Savimbi in the last 3 years. The first one was in January 1979, 
and was the first to be granted to a Portuguese journalist after 
the civil war began in Angola. 


Combat Troops 


TEMPO: In 1979 you told me that UNITA had 12,000 men trained and outfitted as 
regulars and another 8,000 men as militia. In 1980, you said these troops had 
grown, respectively, to 15,000 and 10,000 men. How many men does UNITA have today? 


Jonas Savimbi: Actually, at this time we have somewhat over 10,000 men as regular 
forces--but 10,000 is the figure we want to give out. And we have guerrillas, but 
guerrillas who are also trained and equipped. We also have a number--we do not 
yet have a precise figure--of auxiliaries who are also better armed than they were 
3 years ago. 


TEMPO: In 1979 you also told me that UNITA was in 9 of the 16 administrative 
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provinces of Angola, with administrative organizations in 5 of them. What is the 
current situation in this regard? 


Savimbi: It is the same, but there are some added factors because we are no 
active in Lunda, as well, which we were not before, and we also have had good 
cooperation in Malanje, even in the neighborhood of the province capital. 


TEMPG: It is said that UNITA even has hospitals, schools, machine shops, churches, 
secretarial schools and agricultural schools. Can you say something about these 
infrastructures and where they are located (if you can say) or their actual 
extent? 


Savimbi: Actually, we have these clinics; we have a central hospital where 
surgery is performed, operations that have been observed by foreign technicians, 
who considered them technically sound. We also have schools and machine shops. 
We have post offices and agricultural projects where we have already gone from 
hoes to tractors. We are settling displaced populations from insecure areas in 
areas with greatcr security. 


TEMPO: Regarding enemy forces, you told me in 1979 that the MPLA had 30,000 men 

in the FAPLA, along with 28,000 Cubans, 2,000 East Germans and 2,000 Soviet troops. 
In 1980, you said there were 80,000 FAPLA soldiers, plus 34,000 Cubans, 20,000 of 
whom were soldiers, and the same 4,000 men from the GDR and the USSR. What is the 
enemy's troop strength today? 


Savimbi: The MPLA has not enlarged its troops, because, at that time, when they 
had 80,000 men, many of them were not serving. They have made an extraordinary 
effort, but the MPLA still does not have its 80,000 men duly armed. 


There are over 100,000 men serving as a paramilitary force supporting the FAPLA 
troops, and there are about 40,000 Cubans (35,000 soldiers and 5,000 to 6,000 
civilians, all of whom have had military training, however); there are now 3,000 
Russians and 3,000 East Cermans. 


TEMPO: It has been said that the Cuban troops were pulled back from the front 
lines against UNITA some time ago. Is that true? How is this withdrawal of the 
Cubans explained? 


Savimbi: There was a period, after 1979, when the Cubans did not participate 
directly in combat oecause they wanted to minimize the number of dead and wounded, 
which is understandable, since our struggle in the north was already having inter- 
national repercussions. Recently, however, we have received reports that the 
Cubans are becoming increasingly involved in engagements against UNITA. 


TEMPO: Even so, on 2 and 3 January, a Cuban soldier was killed and three more 
were wounded in engagements with South African troops in Cunene, 120 kilometers 
from the border with the Republic of South Africa. How is that? Are the Cubans 
in the south, then? 


Savimbi: I believe these Cubans were mater‘al maintenance technicians, because 
the Cubans have never appeared or taken parc in any combat in that area. Even the 
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Soviet troops are much more involved than the Cubans. It was not by chance that 
they showed up there. The Cubans wanted to justify their presence in Angola in 
the eyes of the MPLA, or else they were simply technicians sent to inspect the 
materiel placed in that zone. 


TEMPO: I have also heard that UNITA already has two companies formed by Cuban 
deserters. Is this true? 


Savimbi: Not two companies. This is an exaggeration. We have some soldiers, 
officers and noncoms who deserted, but ali together they would not make up one 
company. 


TEMPO: I have seen it written, on the other hand, UNITA is recruiting mercenaries 
in the FRG, Great Britain, the United States and Portugal... 


Savimbi: Who ever wrote that was lying. We have never had any intention of re- 
cruiting mercenaries. Even in 1975, when the other two movements were resorting 
to mercenaries, we always shunned this because we feel that no war was ever won 
with mercenaries. 


TEMPO: So UNITA does not have mercenaries... 
Savimbi: Not a single one. We have no foreigners in our ranks. 


TEMPO: Regarding the other resistance forces, is there anything left of the FNLA? 
Are the remnants of the FNLA now the so-called COMIRA--Angolan Military Resistance 
Committee--led by Sr Armand Immarelli, a mercenary living in Kinshasa? 


Savimbi: We think the FNLA is very much divided at this tiem, but we cannot 

ignore the fact that the FNLA still represents a nationalist front that is accepted 
in the north. It would be wrong to attempt to put together a national movement 
without considering the possibility of talking to the FNLA. It is up to the FNLA 
to bring together the various factions within the movement, but we think it is 
urgent to create a certain inclination to do this. 


TEMPO: A Portuguese newspaper has reported that UNITA attacks indiscriminately, 
massacring villages, attempting to steal food and laying mines indiscriminately, 
causing injury to many innocent people, including school children. According to 
this report, in EXPRESSO, this has happened in the Katchiumgo, Savala and Lombambo 
regions. Do you want to comment? 


Savimbi: Many times, when the enemy wants to denegrate others, it resorts to 

any tactic. They used to say we were hiding in Namibia, but now they are talking 
about Katchiumgo, Savala and Lombambo. Actually, they are trying to malign UNITA, 
which is fighting a war that already takes in Bie, Huambo and Huila provinces. 

It is not true that UNITA is attacking settlements and robbing people because, if 
we were, we could not have received support from these same settlements. On the 
contrary, it is the MPLA and the Cubans who are killing the people. As for laying 
mines, we place them on the highways, and only the MPLA uses the highways. Unfor- 
tunately, often civilian automobiles are destroyed, but this is an inescapable 
consequence of the war. But placing mines at the schools...we do not place mines 
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around schools, but around MPLA headquarters. We have placed them, for example, 
in the Embassy of the GDR and at Aeroflot; we have placed them at the refinery. 
We do not consider these to be just economic targets, because they are both 
economic and military targets. But we have never placed a mine at a school. 


Issue of South African Support 


TEMPO: Regarding support to UNITA, has what you told me in January 1980 been 
confirmed? Has there been "an increasing willingness by more and more African and 
Western countries to support UNITA"? I ask--if you can say--what countries or 

at least what kinds of countries are we talking about? 


Savimbi: As a result of my trip to the United States, which I feel was extremely 
important for UNITA, many African and Arab countries are now more interested in 
giving us substantial support, which we need. Even their political stands are 
much clearer and they are receiving us much more openly. I do not wish to give 
names, but on my last trip to some African countries [I was not kept out of sight. 
I was openly received and so I believe that, since the American position has be- 
come clear, the African countries are also beginning to take more distant [as 
published] positions than they did earlier. 


TEMPO: In your recent trip to the United States, it was reported in some U.S. 
newspapers that Dr Jonas Savimbi stated that UNITA was getting arms from China and 
Morocco and from France, before Mitterrand, military training in Morocco, various 
kinds of assistance from Senegal and even medicines and provisions from South 
Africa in exchange for diamonds and ivory. Do you confirm all this aid, including 
the aid from South Africa? 


Savimbi: I would begin by saying that what the Americans said... 
TEMPO: They said that you said... 


Savimbi: Considering the press conference, they certainly heard me, and so it is 
true, but regarding South Africa, I would like to explain that this issue has not 
troubled us, but it has been very poorly interpreted, both in Africa and in 
neutral communities, even in the United States. But we have an explanation. South 
Africa is on the border of Angola, and while we can choose our friends, we cannot 
choose our neighbors. Second, we are not at all ashamed to say we have contacts 
with South Africa. We have contacts with South Africa because we have a market 
there. It is the only African country that offers this market, and for this 
reason we will not give up our contacts with South Africa. More: we can also 
say that we buy medicines, clothes and other articles from neighboring friendly 
African countries, just as we buy them from South Africa. There is a certain 
hypocrisy here, however, since all the African countries engage in millions of 
dollars’ worth of trade with South Africa. An example is Mozambique, which could 
not survive without support from South Africa. 


U.S. Aid and the Clark Amendment 


TEMPO: Regarding U.S. aid, it is in fact essential to UNITA. However, the 
Reagan administration has not yet managed to annul the famous Clark Amendment. 
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Is this annulment essential to you and to UNITA, or is the United States already 
providing adequate aid? 


Savimbi: The U.S. Government is seeking to create a dynamic in southern Africa, 
in Namibia, in angola, but we have no illusions. The Clark Amendment means that 
the U.S. Government is restricted in these questions. But a country like the 
United States does not precisely need to send missiles, because there are other 
ways of providing aid. If they want to give aid, they can always do so. The 
Clark Amendment does not mean a thing. It is a matter of principle that leads the 
government to respect a policy that has been approved. The situation is already 
being superceded. It was a situation created in 1976 when America was experiencing 
the Vietnam syndrome, the Watergate syndrome. Moreover, the individual who intro- 
duced the amendment was not reelected. Even the committee that elected this 
individual to the senate was a victim of the Clark Amendment. Therefore, for the 
administration to annul legistation that restricts its political and diplomatic 
action is one thing, and material aid is another thing. Material aid does not 
depend on nor is it limited by the Clark Amendment. A big country like the United 
States has other channels. 


TEMPO: In the United States, according to the newspaper reports, Dr Savimbi said: 
"Today in Angola there is a three-way alliance of Gulf, the MPLA and the Cubans. 
Gulf puts pressure on the United States to favor the MPLA over UNITA,: It is also 
generally known that many other U.S. companies are pressuring the Reagan adminis- 
tration to withold support from UNITA, because they will be superceded by the 
Brazilians in business with Angola. Do you want to explain and comment? 


Savimbi: We are not against Gulf, and I so stated in the United States. The oil 
prospecting contracts in Angola were signed with the Portuguese government, the 
colonial government. The MPLA honored the contracts, and any government in 
Angola will have to honor them. We are just sorry that Gulf is conducting this 
campaign against UNITA and in favor of the MPLA. I can say that we have already 
had contacts with many firms and I submit that this campaign is going to fall off 
now. The same can be said regarding the other companies. The action will be 
very tempered, because there is a market for everyone. There is a great difference 
in all this, however, There are individuals who are doing business with Angola now 
only out of opportunism and they know that the MPLA is not ready to give up any 
American business, but attacks the position of the American Government. If UNITA 
were participating in the Angolan government, these individuals would not only 
have the same guarantees or even greater guarantees, but they would be dealing with 
a government in which there was a force that is attuned to many of the problems 
facing America in this world. The MPLA propaganda regarding its acceptance by the 
Americans is not really true, either, because the United States of America has 
cancelled a $1 million contract in Texas with the MPLA. Also, there is not a 
businessman in the world, much less in the United States, who wants to negotiate 
against the Reagan government, and I am certain that Reagan will not yield to the 
pressure of the multinationals. On the conirary, he wants to convince the multi- 
nationals that they should back the policy of the government. 


TEMPO: How do you interpret the fact that Brazil opposes, de facto and officially, 


any support to UNITA, even though the Brazilian regime is a prime anticommunist 
regime? 
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Savimbi: Brazil is not the only country that had declared, through its president, 
that it would oppose any support to UNITA; so has the Portuguese Government, in 
the person of Sr Goncalves Pereira, its foreign affairs minister. I think these 
positions are absurd because the U.S. Government will not yield to pressure from 
Portugal or Brazil and the proof is that he has not accepted them. It is much 
better not to say anything than to speak out and lose standing. 


TEMPO: I would like you to comment on the theory that the more support UNITA 
receives from the West, the more Cubans will come to Angola and the greater the 
Soviet commitment in Ango]la will become, so this increased support to UNITA is 
inadvisable. 


Savimbi: So is the policy of Goncalves Pereira, of counseling people to invest 
in the MPLA and pay for the presence of the Cubans in Angola. The Cubans are 
drawing wages in Angola that they never received in Cuba. The Cubans are not in 
Angola "for free."" They demand wages, just as the Soviets are not supplying arms 
to the MPLA without demanding immediate payment. So it is not [increased aid to 
UNITA] that will increase the Cuban presence in Angola or in southern Africa. We 
think this [Cuban] aid is a direct result of the action of UNITA itself. This 
[theory] is completely discredited and the position of the Western countries re- 
garding aid to UNITA is being modified. Also, we should keep in mind that, despite 
the position of certain Western countries, the United States is still the leader 
of the West. I do not believe that even a Socialist France will go against what 
the Americans do in the world. I am confident that Western support to UNITA will 
be increased, especially since some Western ministers have invited me to visit 
them. 





TEMPO: A Portuguese newspaper reported recently that last July, at the Kitona 
military base in the strip between Zaire and Cabinda, there was a meeting of 
official or ex officio representatives of UNITA, COMIRA, FL.IC, South Africa, the 
United States, Zaire and Gabon, to coordinate actions to overthrow the MPLA 
regime. Do you know anything about this that you can say? 


Savimbi: It is absolutely untrue. First, we have never had a single meeting with 
the FNLA or with FLEC or with COMIRA or Gabon, much less an organized meeting in 
Zaire, which maintains relations with Angola. It is a speculation, like so many 
others, by some Portuguese journalists, but a markedly communist speculation, to 
alienate the other countries. Zaire can respond better than we can, however, be- 
cause Zaire has diplomatic relations with Angola, and Luanda has an ambassador or, 
even better, it has agents in Kinshasa. They not only have a diplomat, they also 
have agents; they have spies. So through their spies they know everything that 
goes on in the capital of Zaire, and they know this is a lie. 


Condemnation of South African Incursions 


TEMPO: Whatever your formal position on the South African regime, it seems to me 
you must agree that the recent invasion of Angola's southern territory by South 
African troops was advantageous for UNITA, providing it with a buffer zone, making 
it easier to maneuver and distracting the Luanda forces from their vigilance in 
the center and north of the country. Do you deny these real advantages? 
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Savimbi: I absolutely deny them, obviously. First, because we do not need a 
buffer zone. We are installed in a vast territory where we even have an airport, 
so we do not need the assistance of foreigners. In this area, where there are 
battles between SWAPO and in this case between the MPLA and South Africa, we are 
already well established, so it is a mistake to say that South Africa was seeking 
to take the territory away from the MPLA and give it to UNITA, because we don't 
need this. Moreover, we are opposed to these invasions, to these incursions. 


When tle South Africans attack the civilian population that is often concentrated 
around these bases, when they are unable to distinguish between SWAPO and UNITA, 
when they destroy the country's infrastructures, we cannot accept it. We denounce 
such attitudes. Many people try to confuse our war with the South African war. 


We don't need weapons or territory captured from SWAPO, because there is no 
territory to capture. I would also like to explain that the South African raids 
against SWAPO did not begin in 1981, but in 1977. It was then that the South 
Africans began the raids in southern Angola, and since the South Africans always 
use planes and tanks, when the South Africans advance, SWAPO retreats and when 
South Africa pulls back, SWAPO advances. There is no possibility whatever of 
creating a vacuum. There was never any possibility of creating a vacuum. South 
Africa could install military forces in the territory, but it prefers to place 
them in Namibia and not in southern Angola. 


TEMPO: In the United States, Dr Savimbi stated, according to the press, that 
UNITA gives tactical support to SWAPO, which in turn is, after all, a force allied 
to UNITA. Well, if the Luanda forces are official allies of SWAPO and the 
Pretoria forces are enemies of both the former and the latter, how are we to 
interpret your statement, if you made it? 


Savimbi: I never stated that we give tactical support to SWAPO. We do not give 
SWAPO tactical support, much less political or strategic support. My statement 
was that, if there were free elections in Namibia, there was every possibility 
that SWAPO would win them. So what I sought was to alert the Western countries, 
primarily the United States, to watch out for their interests because there is no 
possibility whatever of anyone defeating SWAPO in elections. 


TEMPO: Besides the question of Namibia, the question of Zimbabwe also constitutes 
an important piece of the "puzzle" in southern Africa. Or do you think the 
Zimbabwe question has been definitely settled? 


Savimbi: I do not believe Zimbabwe plays a very important role. Zimbabwe is some- 
what removed from the Area that I consider the "hot" zone, which comprises Angola, 
Namibia and South Africa. Nonetheless, Zimbabwe could play a moderating role now 
that it has emerged from a national liberation struggle. It still has the glow of 
liberation and would be a beneficial and welcome support, but if Zimbabwe plays a 
negative role, as far as we are concerned, it could never influence our position. 





From Africa to Polznd 


TEMPO: This is an opportunity to ask for your evaluation of the Soviet game in 
Africa. Is the Soviet Union still seeking total domination in Africa or has it 
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chosen to assert this hegemony in the Persian Gulf, downplaying domination in 
southern Africa? 





Savimbi: I do not feel that the Soviet Union now dominates the Persian Gulf, where 
the Americans still have great influence, but the Soviet game, its program and its 
policy, have always been militaristic. They have never been regionalists. Hence 
the Western nations, above all the Americans, must maintain vigilance in these 
zones. Africa is still an important piece in the Soviet game because it not only 
gives them control over a strategic zone, particularly in our area, in the South 
Atlantic, but also access to strategic minerals. Some say that the Soviet Union 
does not need minerals, but if it does not need them, at least it could deny the 
West access to them. American industry, industry in the Western countries--France, 
the FRG, England--could never do without these minerals, for which there are no 
substitutes. Hence the Soviet Union is aiming not only at a geopolitical position 
but a geoeconomic one. 


TEMPO: Regarding the international political situation, I will just ask you to 
comment on the situation in Poland and the obvious discrepancy between the reactions 
of the Reagan administration and of Western Europe. 


Savinbi: It is to the interest of the West to align their positions with those of 
the Americans on the most important points because, at bottom, if there is a con- 
frontation, Europe will be the first victim. Westerm Europe should also bear in 
mind that the Americans are leaning toward isolationism. They are not prepared to 
maintain their forces in Europe--I met some officials who told me this--considering 
the weakness of the European forces. One day the Americans could withdraw and 
leave them on their own. It would be a mistake on the Americans’ part, but it 


would also be aprovocation for the Europeans not to support the strategic theories 
of the Americans. 


Comments on Portuguese Situation 


TEMPO: Regarding the situation in Portugal, would you comment on the two political 
faccs of the past year that seem most relevant to me: the reelection of General 
Eanes and the instability of the AD [Democratic Alliance]? 


Savimbi: It is up to the Portuguese people to choose their leaders and to define 
their heirarchy. President Eanes' reelection has absolutely nothing to do with 
UNITA. As for the instability of the AD, it is not surprising, because the 
disappearance of Dr Sa Carneiro created a whole range of uncertainties. Hence 
this instability is an indication, really, that the remaining leaders are not 
succeeding in reaching a meeting of minds. Portugal needs a stable government, 
because a stable government in Portugal will make it possible for other countries 
which have higher interests in Africa, and which recognize that Portugal has an 
African mission, to use Portugal to make these contacts. But if the instability 
is such that the government is changing from one day to the next, I do not think 
anyone will be disposed to turn to it. 


TEMPO: In 1980 Dr Savimbi told me (I quote): "I have hopes that, with the AD in 
power, UNITA will have a better chance to expound its cause, finding a much larger 
and more favorable audience in the government and its parties." Have your hopes 
been confirmed? 
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Savimbi: No. The untimely death of Dr Sa Sarneiro prevented a clear definition of 
AD policy. It is true, however, that certain members of the AD parties have 

spoken with us and, within their limitations, have launched a certain movement 

in our favor. [Portion of text missing.] We would like to see the AD take more 
effective stands, but it is not doing so. We would even prefer to see the CDS 
[Social Democratic Center Party] or the PSD [Social Democratic Party] take stands 
because they might force the government to align with them, which is not happening. 


TEMPO: Evaluating the present and probable future relations between Angola and 
Portugal, I ask you again to comment on your own statement in our 1979 interview, 
in which you stated (I quote): "The Portuguese must return to Angola. Whatever 
their respective regimes, in terms of history and their peoples, Angola and 
Portugal must be reconciled. From an economic standpoint, there is no one, 
technician or laborer, who can replace the Portuguese in Angola." Aren't the 
prospects for this going well? 


Savimbi: In terms of reconciliation, yes. With the problems we have experienced, 
we understand that engineers and physicians are needed. However, to solve the 
problems of the people, we need the small technicians and, many times, the small 
tradesmen. This is what Angola lacks. The engineers and doctors from the Soviet 
Union can do nothing to move Angola forward. We are more certain than ever that, 
without the return of Portuguese of good will to Angola, we cannot think in terms 
of economic reconstruction. This is essential, certainly. 


The MPLA and the Economic Crisis in Angola 


TEMPO: Speaking of the MPLA, I recall that in the interviews with Dr Jonas Savimbi 
3 years ago, he stated, for example, that "the MPLA has always experienced internal 
crises and will always have crises"; that "the death of Agostinho Neto has 
shortened our war, since it has left the MPLA much less united"; and that "Eduardo 
dos Santos is making peace with Neto'’s adversaries and we are observing a total 
alignment with Moscow." From your information, what is the situation now? 


Savimbi: Exactly what we foresaw. First, the MPLA has come to have factions 
again. There are factions within the MPLA that are negotiating with private enter- 
prises and are even supplying them with information against their own government. 


Eduardo dos Santos does not control the MPLA, because there are traditional chiefs 
who challenge his authority. In this phase of economic liberation, if Agostinho 
Neto were here, he would have the personalities to keep his party on top. But not 
Eduardo dos Santos, certainly. As can be seen. 


TEMPO: You specifically mentioned the economic situation in Angola, and I would 
like to hear your information, the indications you have about the evident deteri- 
oration of the living standards of the Ang: lan people. What do you know about this? 


Savimbi: In 1974 Angola produced 480,000 tons of fish. Today they are talking 
about 100,900 tons, and there is no fish on the market. They have had to ask for 
a meeting of the Angolan-Soviet economic commission to try to prevent the Soviet 
Union from taking all the fish. So this is an indication that the MPLA has lost 
control of the situation, to the point that its allies are not honoring their 
contracts. Once Angola not only produced enough to supply its people, but it was 
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exporting. We have the case of coffee. Today, Angola is not achieving even 20 
percent of its former production. Angola was the world's third largest producer 
of coffee and now it is not even keeping up with the Ivory Coast. We also have 
indications that the diamonds are now being sold through Cuba. We also see indi- 
cations that the MPLA is importing food from Portugal, France, the Ivory Coast 
and other countries; once Angola was a producer, now it is just an importer. 


However, there are limits to the capacity of the MPLA government itself to pay 
for the food. There is also a limit to credit. So we need to consider that, in 
addition to the economic problems Angola is experiencing now, the most serious 
problem, the most pressing problem, is the food supply. We talked here in Rabat 
with an individual who told us that the Red Cross program was to supply as much 
as 15 kg of food per person per month, but now Angola receives only 8 kg. Angola 
is going begging for international charity. 


UNITA-MPLA Dialogue 


TEMPO: You told me 3 years ago that the MPLA was even debating internally whether 
or not to have a dialogue with UNITA. Is this debate still going on inside the 
MPLA? 


Savimbi: There are currents that are prepared to talk to UNITA, and we can also 
say we have had some contacts with figures high in the MPLA, but there are other 
currents that are opposed and some of them are strong, I admit. We can only hope 
that reason will prevail and that, in the interest of the MPLA itself and, above 
all, in the interest of peace in Angola, the more stubborn currents will give 
way so that we can begin to negotiate for peace and national unity. 


TEMPO: The Angolan ambassador in Lisbon recently declared that "the MPLA 
authorities are willing to hold discussions with Jonas Savimbi as an Angolan 
citizen, as soon as he dissolves his ties with South Africa. How does Dr Savimbi 
respond? 


Savimbi: I am not nor do I consider myself as just any citizen. I am an Angolan 
citizen representing UNITA. 


TEMPO: In 1979 you told us: "The MPLA will have to negotiate with us. We only 
hope it will not wait too long, because the stronger UNITA becomes, the more 
demands we will make on the MPLA.” Now, 3 years later, UNITA is certainly 
stronger, and I ask again: What are your demands now? Is it still just the 
total withdrawal of the Cubans and other military and civilian cooperants, or are 
there more demands? 


Savimbi: As soon as the MPLA agrees to the withdrawal of the Cubans, all the doors 
will be open for further negotiation. I never set any other conditions for dia- 
logue. There are no other conditions. The main condition is the withdrawal of 

the Cubans and a share of the power. 


TEMPO: A share of the power under what terms? 


Savimbi: We want to correct Angola's foreign policy, economic policy and social 
policy. We will have to discuss the government program and only then will we 
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divide up the ministerial posts. We want an honest government that will work and 
will present an image of the Angolan people to the world. Today this image is 
completely out of focus. All one hears about Angola is criticism of the Cubans 
or of South Africa. We want responsible individuals who have Angola's interests 
at heart. Even if they are not members of the MPLA, UNITA, FNLA or any other 
force, these individuals must join the government and make their honest and 
competent contribution. 


TEMPO: Mr President of the MPLA, one final question. You are one of the promoters 
of a war that, from what you say, is in search of peace and then the solutions 

that may be found in that time of peace. Therefore, to ask you when this will 

come about is to ask you when you think the war will end and the dialogue can 
begin in Angola. In terms of time, you have certain plans, certain prospects. Can 
you give us a prediction, in terms of time? 


Savimbi: When Namibia is independent, the situation in Angola is sure to change. 
TEMPO: But might Namibia's eventual independence be detrimental to UNITA? 


Savimbi: I think not. First, because it will completely do away with the MPLA 
argument that it needs the Cubans because of South Africa. Second, because it will 
prove that UNITA can survive without the support of the South Africans. We are 
already prepared for the possibility of an independent Namibia with a hostile 
government. The MPLA should have no great illusions--because it will certainly 

be disillusioned--when it sees an independent Namibia and an increasingly strong 
UNITA. What are we doing at this time? We are going everywhere; I have been out 
of the country for 2 months. Are these tourist trips? Hardly. We are strength- 





In the second place, the Americans themselves are peremptory; if they have not had 
too much sympathy for UNITA, it would not be judicious of the MPLA to delude 
itself that the Americans sympathize with the MPLA, right? They are not going to 
accept the continued Cuban presence in Angola, so the MPLA will undergo pressure 
from the Western countries to match the progress of the decolonization of Namibia 
with the withdrawal of the Cubans. When the Cubans get a move on, the reform will 
go forward, because the people of Angola, even those who support the MPLA, are 
anxious to see the Cubans leave. 


TEMPO: Can you predict when... 
Savimbi: I think we will achieve some progress regarding Namibia in 1982, and 
what happens in Namibia will have repercussions in Angola. For the year as a whole, 


I predict that something will happen in Namibia and at the same time, or immediately 
afterward, in Angola as well.

In retaliation for the airport attack on Tuesday, the spokesman added, the 
Ethiopian armed forces indiscriminately bombed surrounding villages. 





The guerrillas on Monday launched an offensive on the right and left flanks of | 
the Af-Abet front, dislodging Ethiopian troops from strategic areas and forcing 
them to retreat to the eastern lowlands, the EPLF spokesman said. 


In that battle, 250 Ethiopian troops were killed or wounded and two captured 
along with 48 light and medium weapons and three radio sets. 


On Tuesday, the EPLA attacked the right flank of the Sahel front, killing 25, 
wounding 40 and capturing five Ethiopian troops, and seizing 17 light weapons 
and two bren guns, the spokesman said. 


The same day they attacked the left flank of the front, killing 20 and wounding 
30 Ethiopian troops and taking on lieutenant prisoner. [As received] They also 
seized seven kalashnikovs and one bren gun and forced their enemy to retreat. 


He gave no figures for losses among the guerrillas, who are facing a major 
military offensive by the Ethiopian Government.

He said: The Eritrean forces have launched concentrated attacks on these forces 
in order to prevent them from completing their preparations and in order to 
create confusion among their ranks. 


The Eritrean spokesman said that the popular front's forces were able to create 

a major psychological tremor within the Ethiopian Army when they launched several 
successful assaults against the capital, Asmara, during Mengistu’s recent visit 
there. During these attacks, he said, the revolutionaries were able to destroy 
several planes and military positions inside the airport of the Eritrean capital 
Asmara. 


The Eritrean spokesman said that Mengistu announced before the conference of the 
Ethiopian Labor Party that the sixth offensive he intends to launch against the 
Eritreans will be the decisive battle for which the Ethiopian forces have 
prepared well. 


The Eritrean official announced that the popular front accepts this challenge 
and is preparing itself for a confrontation that may indeec be decisive. The 
thwarting of this offensive will result jin major changes within the Ethiopian 
regime, which is already suffering from many contradictions and conflicts 
within the ranks of the ruling Military Council. 
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Asked about the participation of other Eritrean groups in confron. ng this 
offensive, Mr (Bari) said that the other Eritrean groups are not in a good 
enough military situation to enable them to participate in confronting this 
offensive for various reasons.

Meanwhile, the Sudanese authorities expect an influx of more Eritrean refugees 
across the Sudanese border due to the grinding battles that have started between 
the Eritreans and the Ethiopian forces on various axes.

PNDC SUSPENDS LIMANN BUDGET, REDUCES EMBASSIES 
AB270718 Accra Domestic Service in English 2000 GMT 27 Feb 82 


[Excerpt] The PNDC [Provisional National Defence Council] has decided that 
the 1981-1982 budget proposals of the ousted Limann administration should be 
suspended with immediate effect. A new law repealing the Appropriations Act, 
1981, will soon be published. 


A statement published this afternoon explained that according to the budget 
proposals, the Limann administration had officially projected a deficit of 4,500 
million cedis. However, expenditure trends in the last 6 months of the opera- 
tions of the budget showed that the deficit was likely to go up to at least 
8,000 million cedis. The tripling of the producer price of cocoa, coffee and 
shea nuts, which had been budgeted for, would further increase the deficit by 
another 2,500 million cedis. The statement pointed out that with shortages in 
the supply of goods, including essential items, such as drugs and food, the 
funding of such large deficits simply by printing more money would have meant a 
continuous lowering in the buying power of the cedi, a power that was already 
reducing at the rate of 120 percent per annun. 


The PNDC has therefore taken a number of measures to control government expendi- 
ture. These measures, which take immediate effect, include the submission by 
all heads of establishments of nominal rolls of staff at post at the end of this 
month or by the 12th of next month to the direcior of budgets, Ministry of 
Finance and Economic Planning. The nominal rolls should state in detail salaries, 
allowances and emoluments payable to employees. Defense committees in all 
establishments have been asked to monitor the preparation of these nominal rolls 
to ensure that only genuine workers receive salaries. PNDC secretaries are also 
to keep strict scrutiny on the maintenance, repair, and rumning of official 
vehicles as well as the printirg and purchase of stationery. Unauthorized use 
of official vehicles or any misuse of official public resources will be severely 
dealt with. The practice whereby in addition to maintenance allowances for 
personal vehicles, specified officials, particularly in the public boards and 
corporations, receive petrol coupons or cash payments in lieu of such coupons 

is abolished. The payment of vacation leave claim is suspended. The government 
has also decided to cut down the number of foreign missions from 43 to 30. In 
addition, the staff in these missions will be substantially reduced. 
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As part of its determination to infuse financial discipline into the system and 
in particular to ensure effective monitoring of the use of foreign exchange, 
the PNDC has decided with immediate effect to acquire 55 percent shares in the 
General Superintendence Company, SGS, Ghana Limited. 


Other measures are that, with the exception of debt servicing and payment in 
respect of pensions and gratuity, all other recurrent expenditures not specifi- 
cally mentioned are frozen. For on-going projects, payments are to be authorized 
only in respect of work actually done. The statement said the government takes 

a serious view of the practice whereby large consultancy fees are constantly 

paid for endless designs for projects which are not executed. It has therefore 
directed that such designed contracts are to be entered into without the prior 
permission of the director of budgets. (Sentence as heard] 


The PNDC also asks all agencies, employers, manufacturing and commercial houses 
that collect sales taxes and excise or any other duties and taxes on behalf of 
the government to ensure that they are promptly paid into government chest. 

The same applies to social security contributions and income tax deductions 
from the emoluments of employees.

OFFICIALS ASKED TO RESIGN

[Text] Public servants who feel they cannot cope with the revolution have been 
given 48 hours to resign. The directive was given by the secretary to the 
Provisional National Defense Council, Mr Asamoah, when he addressed public 
servants in Accra today.

The secretary announced that a powerful secretariat is being set up at the castle 
where the aims and objectives of the public service and the country as a whole 
will be properly planned. The castle will be the control office to which papers 
from the ministries will be forwarded for processing. Mr Asamoah reminded 
public officers of the need to cut down on paper work in the public services. 

The practice of recording comprehensive minutes after meetings and the prepara- 
tion of long memoranda on a subject should also be discouraged.

COMMENTARY REJECTS ANY DEVALUATION OF CEDI 
ABO21520 Accra Domestic Service in English 1300 GMT 2 Mar 82 
[Commentary by David Anafglatey] 


[Text] (?The statement of the) Provisional National Defense Council secretary 
for foreign affairs rejecting the IMF's conditions for granting aid to Ghana, 

is a big relief to Ghanaians who have been apprehensive that this international 
lending agency, otherwise known as the World Bank, would put pressure on the 
people's government to devalue the cedi. Among the conditions usually laid down 
for IMF loans are a massive devaluation, increases in the prices of consumer 
goods, cutbacks in social welfare programs such as free or subsidized education 
or health facilities. 7 


It is as if the IMF is some sadistic monster which becomes angry at seeing people 
happy, and is never satisfied until it imposes harsh restrictions on the standard 
of living of Third World peoples. It was upon the advice of the IMF that the 
Sudanese Government recently increased prices of sugar and other consumer goods, 
an increase which led to massive anti-government demonstrations in Khartoum and 
which nearly brought down the Numayri regime. It is sigificant to recall that 
President Nyerere of Tanzania, for one, rejected the World Bank's call for 
devaluation, asking the bank in the process to keep their loan. One also recalls 
with pride how Ghana's own Osagyefo rejected the fund's pressures to devalue the 
cedi in the early 60’s. Nkrumah is reported to have told the IMF officials that 
if they wanted him to stop Ghanaian children from going to school or from 
attending hospital as a condition for their granting of loan, then they could 
take their loan away. Great words from a courageous leader, indeed. Unfor- 
tunately many of the leaders Ghana has had after Nkrumah have not had the courage 
of the Osagyefo. They spinelessly yielded to the IMF pressures and the result 
has been the spate of massive devaluations of. the cedi since 1967 by the National 
Liberation Council; then by Busia in 1971 and by the Supreme Military Council 

7 years later. 


In any case, the loans given by the World Bank in return for cheapening our 
currency are usually small and insignificant in relations to our needs. And 

in the atmosphere of corruption that we were in during all those periods of 
devaluation, the loans, such as they were, failed to make any improvement in 

the living standards of our people. If anything, our standard of living fell 

as a result of the devaluations. Much of the loans found their way into the 
pockets of politicians and other officials who signed contracts for the utiliza- 
tion of the loans. The devaluations meant that imports became more expensive 
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and, in a country where many finished products as well as raw materials had to 
be imported, the net result was a loss to the country. The few extra cedis 
earned on our exports did not make an impact on the economy. In the end, the 
devaluation benefited only the few parasites who have syphoned off the people's 
money into overseas banks and foreign multi-nationals and their agents who are 
able, with each devaluation, to reap a bonanza in extra cedis. 


Devaluation and IMF loans have never worked for any Third World country; other- 
wise Zaire, for example, would have been in a better position today after its 
massive doeses of IMF loans taken together with the inevitable devaluation 
prescription. Zaire's currency is now weaker than ever before. Every first- 
year economic student knows that where the elasticity of demand for imports is 
minimum, devaluation--if it has to be made--must be on such a massive scale that 
it would set forth very unpleasant side-effects. And that is precisely the 
situation in the developing countries where the demand for imported goods does 
not change much, no matter the price. 


Our foreign-trained economists should therefore discard their foreign textbook 
economics and learn from the practical results of what happens here on the ground. 
The immediate results of all our devaluations is that the biack market price of 
the cedi jumps up in the same ratio, and that means all prices increase pro 

rata, including the prices of locally made goods. 


The cause of the low value of the cedi during the Limann regime was corruption 
and indiscipline; thank God, the present revolution has set its face against 
these evils and when they are eliminated the economy would become strong and the 
cedi would pick up strength. It is only then that we can tell whether the cedi 
is over-valued or not. Until then, all talk of devaluation must cease.

PNDC WARNS SOLPIERS AGAINST OBSTRUCTING COURTS 
AB270632 Accra Domestic Service in English 2000 GMT 27 Feb 82 


[Text] It has come to the notice of the Provisional National Defense Council 
[PNDC] that some soldiers have been obstructing the courts in the performance 
of their duties and interfering with the administration of justice. Reports 
have it that they intimidate members of the bench and the bar and court staff, 
apprehend and ill treat people whose cases are before the courts and forcibly 
release prisoners or accused persons on remand. 


A statement by the council condemmed these acts and said every attempt is being 
made to check them. It warned that any soldier found guilty of any of these 
acts will be punished. The PNDC assures the public that it is not its policy 
either to abolish or interfere with the courts in the performance of their legal 
functions. That is why the courts, with all their powers, have been allowed 

by the PNDC proclamation to continue existing. 


The council said it is aware that some of its members have criticized the working 
of the existing courts. They did so because they believe that the existing legal 
system needs to be reviewed to remove parts that cause obstruction and injustice 
to the poor. The council therefore invited judges, lawyers and lecturers to 

take a critical look at the system and make recommendations for a review which 
will help achieve the aims of the revolution, that is, justice to all, especially 
the poor. 


In another statement, the PNDC said its attention has also been drawn to the fact 
that its pronouncements on the ejections of tenants is being misinterpreted by 
some members of the public to mean that tenants can repudiate the terms of their 
agreements and go scot-free. While it is the policy of the council to protect 
tenants from ill treatment by landlords, it is not intended that tenants should 
be encouraged to repudiate their tenancy agreements and still hold on to their 
rented premises. The council reminded the public that the rent act, (71963) 

with its amendment, is still in force and it is expected that the courts will 
apply their term equitably to achieve justice, taking into consideration the 
rights, obligations and circumstances of the parties.

MAJORITY SUPPORTS REVOLUTION--Two months after the launching of the 31 Decem- 
ber revolution, a public opinion survey collected by the GBC [Ghana Broadcast- 
ing Corporation] shows that the overwhelming majority of Ghanaians are en- 
thusiastically in favor of the revolution and have suggested ways to consoli- 
date it. A civil servant at the Ministry of Science and Technology said the 
revolution is trying to systematically tackle the basic problems which have 
plagued the society, but he wants the tempo of the revolution to be faster. 
He added that increased food production should be oneof the main goals of 

the revolution and there should be less emphasis on the so-called essential 
commodities. A second-cycle student said before the revolution students suf- 
fered a lot and did not have teachers and basic items like soap which many of 
them could not afford. School fees were also very high. She expected the 
PNDC [Provisional National Defense Council] to reduce school fees, to improve 
upon the food situation and ensure that schools have more teachers and teach- 
ing materials.

GOOD ECONOMIC PERFORMANCE DESPITE CRISIS REPORTED 
Abidjan FRATERNITE-MATIN in French 30 Dec 81 p 23 
[Article by Adama Diabate: "1981 Economy Examined"] 


[Text] From notes on this sector given to us by the Chmmber of Commerce we will 
take stock of the economic situation of our country during the year which has just 
come to a close. 


In the area of trade and exports, where it concerns the two largest export products, 
we must say that coffee sales underwent a major upset during the 1979-80 season be- 
cause of the introduction of coffee beans and the creation of homogeneous pur- 
chasing zones. 


Certain difficulties came to the fore here and there which were tied to the newness 
of the system, but solutions were found by the experts and the authorities which, 
this year, permitted the harvest to take place rapidly and harmoniously. The 
coffee harvest of the current season will reach a record. More than 350,000 tons 
will be produced. 


This year, the cocoa harvest was also early and abundant, amounting to 370,000 tons. 
Quality this year is sharply up also. Unfortwnately, the unfavorable exchange 
rates which brought about last year's excessive buildup of stocks have not been 
modified. A displacement between purchases and exports this year has again led 

the industry to warehouse large quantities of cocoa. 


The industry has made a major effort in the area of transportation. 
Tropical Timber 


Since June 1980, the timber industry has seen a diminishing market, due essentially 
to economic factors which have affected all of Europe. 


Current orders must be covered on a day to day basis and without a supply program 
being established in advance. 


The desire to maintain inventory at the lowest levei and the fear of losing 


business has brought about a lowering of prices, margins, and sales which are 
sometimes concluded at lower rates. The growers’ expenses are higher and higher, 
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the amount of high quality timber is less and less, and the extremely high prices 
for commercial petroleum products, which had breathed new life into the petroleum 
producers, are no longer in existence. 


Today, production has been voluntarily reduced, and a large number of lumber in- 
stallations are beginning to close their yards in order to limit the losses they 
have had to withstand. This situation, unfortunately, is equally true for the 
industry in th- Ivory Coast. 


Even taking into account their ever-rising expenses, it is certain that the cost 
of timber, rough or processed, can only go up and we can expect rises in prices 

as soon as the demand renews, especially if the lumberyards cannot face their 
problems in the coming months. But for the moment, consumption of tropical timber 
is still very low in Europe. 


Other products 


Thanks to the diversification of crops, the share in our exports of products other 
than coffee, cocoa, and timber continues to increase regularly. 


For 1980, we registered a strong increase in sales of cooking oil, whether raw or 
refined, of feed for cattle, of unrefined rubber, cotton, and of processed fish. 
The development of a national sugar producing industry is going well too; for the 
first time, we have gone beyond 100,000 tons of sugar and we have had the first 
Sugar exports from the Ivory Coast. On the other hand, banana exports have 
Stabilized, as well as those of fresh pineapples, but only slightly. The situa- 
tion of pineapple preserve factories has not improved either, thereby placing, in 
the future, a heavy burden on the industry which found these factories a source 
for their markets and sales. 


The share held by manufactured products grows each year which brings about an 
important revalorization of our agricultural production. There are still great 
possibilities in this area. Nevertheless, this increase has been due principally 
to the stagnation of coffee and cocoa exports since progress in the value of 
exports of manufactured products was, in the final analysis, rather low in volume. 
This is primarily the result of the rise in prices. 


Imports and Distribution 


After a rather favorabie 1979-80, the import and distribution areas have undergone, 
for several months, a rather strong decline at least in the sectors most severely 
effected by the crisis: equipment, heavy vehicles, tools and construction mate- 
rials, and household appliances and furniture. 


In these areas, the decrease in sales are frequently on the order of 30-50 percent, 
resulting in serious problems in earning capacity caused by the rise in distribu- 
tion costs, too great an inventory, and serious financial problems. 


This situation results from the current unfavorable economic climate, but also, it 
must be added, from elements such as the restriction of bank credits, the reduction 
in the life of customs credits, etc. 
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Other bothersome aspects are the growing problem of import fraua, misappropria- 
tions, robberies and house break-ins, assaults, a renewed outbreak of bad checks, 
etc. 


Urgent measures have been imposed to bring more severity and discipline in all 
areas. They are all the more tecessary since, as everyone knows, the Ivory Coast 
is destined to have a rosy future. We must therefore take advantage of this 
slight lag to recreate all the conditions of a healthy expansion with an active 
and significant participation by our citizens in commerce in general. 


Banks 


The worlwide progress of banking transactions moderated somewhat between 31 March 
1980 and 31 March 1981: 11.43 percent. 


This progress is due essentially: to the volume of larger seasonal credits than 
in the past, taking into account the record number of tons in coffee as well as 
in cocoa; to large medium-term credits resulting from the effective start-up of 
plans worked out previously (Ivorian Refining Company, Ivory Coast Electric Power 
Company, Postal and Telecommunications Office, etc.) 


At the same time, we are seeing a large decrease in local clients as a market. 
This resource not only is no longer increasing, rather it is decreasing in 
absolute value from one year to the next: 12.4 billion, 2.93 percent. 


A total correcting of the situation cannot be expected unless there is a renewal 
of local resources which would allow Ivory Coast banks, on the one hand, to reduce 
their dependence on foreign capital and, on the other hand, to assure the re- 
financing of new credits which are indispensable to economic development. This 
reestablishment of local resources is itself tied to a general reawakening of the 
national economy. 


Highway Transportation 


Highway transportation constitutes one of the essential cogs in the economy and 
its importance has done nothing but grow along with the diversification of activ- 
ities and development of the country. In 1978, according to national figures, the 
added value of the highway transportation sector represents 102 billion of FCFA as 
opposed to 90 billion in 1977, an increase of 13 percent (61 billion for personal 
transportation and 41 billion for commercial). 


Personal transportation tends to increase faster than commercial. 


Highway equipment remains the number one priority of the budget for investment and 
equipment, for it has a direct effect on the opening of the numerous regions of 
the country and is a necessary part of regional development policy. 


In a like manner, the number of cars has been growing regularly but fox the 7 
months of the survey 1980-81 a 3.2 percent decrease in sales has occurred since 
last year. The decrease is larger for vehicles over 10 tons (-30 percent) and 
for tractors (-60 percent). 
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Several concerns should be pointed out coming from the experts. First, there is 

an over-capacity in the means of transporting merchandise. In the area of personal 
transportation, the experts estimate that the accent should be placed in the 
future on the use of large capacity cars which should allow the users to benefit 
from better transportation conditions at cheaper prices.

[Answer] We think that thanks to the wisdom of the African leaders, we will 
not fail to restore to the OAU the necessary cohesion and harmony. [End

VILLAGE COUNCILS CHANGED INTO COMMISSIONS 
Replacement by Commissions 
Port Louis L'EXPRESS in French 26 Jan 82 p 1 


[Text] The 98 village councils in the country were abolished on 19 January 
under a decree signed by Minister of Local Government Kamil Ramoly. They were 
replaced by commissions. 


From sources close to the Ministry of Local Government it has been learned that 
this decision was taken by the government in order to avoid the holding of 
village elections. Questioned by L'EXPRESS yesterday [25 January], Ramoly 
confirmed the abolition of the village councils. 


We note that over the past 12 years the village residents have been called on 
to elect their representatives on the village councils on only 2 occasions, 
whereas the constitution provides for such elections every 3 years. The last 
two village elections took place on 12 September 1971 and 22 January 1979. 


In 1979 the number of candidates registered in each of the 98 villages required 
an election to be held in 91 villages. In the seven other cases the nine 
village councillors were elected without opposition. In all, 65 percent of 

the registered voters actually voted. The term of the village councillors 
elected on 22 January 1979 expired on 20 January 1982. 


It should be noted that the five municipalities and the three district councils 
in the country are presently led by administrative commissions appointed by 

the Ministry of Local Government. That was caused by the postponement of the 
municipal elections in 1979 and certain problems which arose at the level of 
the district councils. 


Moreoever, we should emphasize that 3 weeks ago the prime minister, Sir 
Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, stated in his New Year's message that it was the 
Mauritius Labor Party which established a democratic society, based on univer- 
sal suffrage and giving young people the right to vote. Me said: ”...%¢ is 
this Mauritius Labor Party which established a democratic society based on 
adult suffrage and on the right of vote to all the youths of this country." 
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Composition of Commissions 
Port Louis L'EXPRESS in French 27 Jan 82 p 6 


[Text] In 94 of the 98 "Village Council Areas" the administrative commissions 
established by ministerial decree will be composed of those who were village 
councillors on 20 January. Im the four other cases, that is, in Saint-Pierre, 
Dagotiere, Saint-Julien d'Hotman, and Petite Riviere, the Ministry of Loca] 
Government has appointed new members. The village councillors eiected in 
January 1979, therefore remain in office in 94 of the 98 villages. 


Sources close to the Ministry of Local Government emphasize that the appoint- 
ment of new councillors in the four villages mentioned above was considered 
necessary due to the unavailability of certain members elected at the time 

of the last village elections. Each village council had 12 members, 9 of whom 
were elected and 3 appointed by the Ministry of Local Government. 


The newly-appointed members are as follows: in Saint-Pierre: R Narayen 
(president), D Seegoolam (vice President), K Gungabeessoon, B Seereemuntoo, 

R Soomareeah, H Soorabally, W Madary, J Mahadowa, V Gujadhur, J R Labonne,

(vice president), Mohabirsingh, S Suhooba, P Simmandree, S Randhay, D S Towakel, 
J Hazareesingh, and G Sikkamlo; in Saint-Julien d'Hotman: B Luximon (president), 
S Pydatalli (vice president), J K Appah, N Mungur, P K Ramsohok, R Chiniah, 

S K Ramdewar, D Magun P Chinee, T Carpenen, M Tirvengadum, and D Surnaum; in

The ministerial decree replacing the village councils was signed on Wednesday, 
20 January, and took effect the same day.

REBELO PROVIDES STATISTICS IN CONSUMER GOODS, OTHER FIELDS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 1 Feb 82 p 1 


[Excerpts] To solve the many problems Mozambicans face at all levels, the Party 
and the government have to make a choice. Either more food and other products 
will have to be imported, or some sacrifices will have to be made, people will 
have to consume less, and the foreign exchange that would have been spent on those 
imports will be used to invest in projects and factories, so that these problems 
be solved in a few years. The FRELIMO Party and the Mozambique Government have 
decided to "plant seeds for the future." This is the focal point of the meeting 
held in one of the theaters of the capital on Saturday, with all the party cells 
in Maputo and members of the people's democratic organizations attending. Maj 

Gen Jorge Rebelo, member of the Standing Political Committee and the Central Com- 
mittee of the FRELIMO Party and Secretary of Ideological Work, presided over the 
meeting, along with Major General Hama Thai, a member of the Central Committee and 
secretary of the Maputo Party Committee, and Aranda da Silva, a FRELIMO Party 
member and Minister of Home Trade. 


Speaking for nearly 90 minutes, Jorge Rebelo presented the party document entitled 
"The Current Situation in Our Country." The speech was accompanied by slides show- 
ing the illustrations, tables and graphs included in the document, which was dis- 
tributed at the end to those present so that they could use it to inform the 
militants in the party cells and the public in general. Hama Thai and Aranda da 
Silva also spoke, adding their comments on certain parts of the speech. 


The report read by Jorge Rebelo can be divided basically into three parts: the 
socioeconomic heritage from colonialism; an analysis of the current problems 
Mozambique is facing; and prospects for solving these problems. 


The Secretary of Ideological Work began by referring to the forthcoming celebra- 
tion of the seventh anniversary of independence and by giving a brief summary of 
progress made to date. 


Current Problems 


In referring to some of the "many problems in Mozambique that have yet to be 
resolved," the following were highlighted: 
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--The difficulty in finding soap, oil, sugar and salt in both the city and the 
countryside, and problems in acquiring rice, milk, eggs, meat, fish and poultry 
in sufficient quantities. 


--The fact that water and electricity do not reach most Mozambique homes. 


--The fact that medical stations and schools are located so far from people's 
homes and that the schools are not large enough to accommodate all the children. 


~-Difficulties in obtaining water. 
--Shortage of medicine, although the amount used today is much greater. 
--Lack of transportation. 


--A lack of refrigerators, stoves, dishes and eating utensils in most Mozambican 
homes. 


Food Consumption 
Some of the most significant aspects mentioned by Jorge Rebelo are the following: 


--In 1973, 85,000 tons of wheat flour were consumed in Mozambique, and in 1980, 
87,500 tons were consumed. If all Mozambicans were to eat a 250-gram loaf of 
bread a day, 1.1 million tons would be needed today, or 13 times as much as 
currently consumed. 


--For corn meal, 59,000 tons were consumed in 1973. In 1980, consumption went 
down to 40,000 tons. If all Mozambicans today were to eat 4 kg of corn meal a 
month, 15 times as much would be needed, or 588,000 tons. 


--A little more margarine was produced in 1980 that in 1973 (it increased from 
1,430 tons to 1,509 tons). For every Mozambican to have 250 grams of margarine a 
month, 24.5 times as much would have to be produced, i.e., 36,750 tons. 


--In 1980, a little more meat was consumed (including beef, pork and poultry)-- 
19,500 tons as opposed to 15,200 tons in 1973. For every Mozambican to be able to 
eat 3 kg of meat a month, 441,000 tons, or 23 times as much, wouid have to be pro- 
duced today. 


--Consumption of fish nearly tripled between 1973 and 1980, going from 15,700 
tons to 40,500 tons. For every Mozambican to be able to eat 3 kg of fish a month 
today, 11 times as much would be needed, or 441,000 tons. 


Impact of the World Crisis of Capitalism 


A number of factors were then explained in detail as the reasons for the many 
problems Mozambique is facing today. Referring to the capitalist colonial system 
as a parasite ad ‘underdeveloped, the speaker emphasized that Mozambique was one 
of the poorest countries in the world at the time of independence. To this must 

be added the acts of economic sabotage during 1975 and 1976, including such things 
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as the illegal transfer of thousands of contos of foreign exchange and the theft 
of trucks, tractors, airplanes, and livestock, and the fact that technicians 
whom Mozambique has been unable to replace left the country. 


Slides depicting enemy aggression in our country were then shown, including 
pictures of bridges and trucks destri: ed, medical centers and shops burned, and 
field workers and technicians murdered. 


"We are still suffering from the acts committed by bandits organized, armed and 
paid by South Africa, who impeded our development by plundering and killing. 
Their goal is to make us increasingly poorer so that we are more and more 
dependent on South Africa and imperialism," said the Secretary of Ideological 
Work of the FRELIMO Party. 


The world crisis of the imperialist system, a crisis of developed capitalist 
countries, was also pointed out as having an obvious impact on a country such as 
Mozambique that is still very economically dependent on that system. The 
machinery and equipment that the People's Republic of Mozambique has to import 
have become more expensive, at the same time as its exports have become cheaper. 
Referring specifically to the increase in oil prices and using a slide once 
again, he said that Mozambique spends 10 times as much money (foreign exchange) 
today to import the same quantity of oil as in 1973. Other important examples 
of the capitalist crisis and its effects on our country over the past 5 years 
are the following: 


--To import one truck, Mozambique had to export 3.5 tons of cashew nuts or 5.3 
tons of cotton in 1975. To import that same truck in 1980, it took 4.5 tons of 
cashew nuts or 12.9 tons of cotton exported. 


--To import 1 ton of steel in 1975, Mozambique needed to export 1 ton of sugar. 
In 1980 it needed 1.6 tons to import a single ton of steel. 


Some Economic Progress 


Jorge Rebelo stressed, however, that despite its difficulties, the People's 
Republic of Mozambique had made some progress in controlling and organizing 
part of its economy. The production of many goods, which had been declining up 
to 1978, began to rise subsequently. "In many cases, we are now producing more 
than what was produced prior to independence," he pointed out. 


Turning to the sectors of health and education, Rebelo then spoke of the rate of 
growth of the health budget in comparison to the general national budget, and of 
government efforts in the field of education, including reference to the numbers 
of students, teachers and schools at primary, secondary, general and technical 
levels. Following are some important data from this part of his talk: 


--Health: The 1974 budget was 535,000 contos (3.3 percent of the general 
national budget) and the cost per capita was 52.50. The 1980 figures are 
1,939,000 contos (10.6 percent of the national budget) and 157.50 meticals per 
capita. 
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--The government currently spends more than 136,797 meticals on each student. 
For university graduates, the government spends nearly 1,013,100 meticals. 


--An expansion in the educational system between 1973 and 1980: the number of 
students in primary schools doubled (666,500 to 1,387,192) and there are con- 
siderably more schools (5,281 to 5,730) and teachers (11,000 to 17,030). In 
general secondary schools, the number of students (33,000) and schools (33) 

is nearly three times greater (90,941 and 104, respectively). The number of 
teachers also increased a great deal (from 1,800 to 2,067). 


--Although the number of technical schools increased from 27 to 37 between 1973 
and 1980, the number of students and teachers went down from 15,000 to 700 to 
12,705 and 680, respectively. 


Price Subsidies of 4 Million Contos 


Jorge Rebelo went on to speak of limits on price increases for basic goods in 
Mozambique, a measure which is possible only with a democratic government of 

the people. For instance, the import price of rice is 14.60 meticals per kg and 
the selling price to the public is 13.50 meticals per kg. For wheat, the import 
prise is 9.90 meticals per kg and its sélling price to thé miller is 5 meticals 
per kg. 

Overall, the Mozambique Government spends nearly 4 million contos a year to 
subsidize the prices of rice, fish, maize and corn meal, wheat and flour, 
potatoes, condensed milk, onions, meat, sugar, oil and soaps, and other manu- 
factured products. 


A price comparison was done with other countries, which showed that prices are 
substantially lower in Mozambique. 


Prospects for Solving Problems 
Moving on to the last part of his presentation, Jorge Rebelos focused on pros- 
pects for solving our problems and the decision made in that direction. The 


following examples were given: 


--The Montepuez textile project, costing 1.7 million contos and scheduled to 
be completed in 1985. It should produce 21 million meters of cloth a year. 


--The Mocuba textile plant, to be completed in 1984 at a cost of 2.66 million 
contos. It should produce 35 million meters of cloth a year. 


--The Lioma farm complex, to be completed in 1990, at a cost of 770,000 contos. 
It should produce 100,000 tons of maize a year. 


--The Manica forestry complex, to be completed in 1986 at a cost of 1.3 million 
contos. It should produce 35,000 tons of paper a year, plus about 1,000 


prefabricated houses. 


--Factories to manufacture tractors, trucks and buses. 
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--Construction of the Corromane and Pequenos Libombos dams, to be completed in 
1986, to solve the water supply problem in Maputo. At a cost of 4 million contos, 
they will have a capacity of 168,000 cubic meters of treated water a day, or a 
level that will meet the estimated consumption needs of 130,000 cubic meters a day. 


The party Secretary of Ideological Work said that in regard to the choice to be 
made that either more food would have to be imported and thus more foreign ex- 
change spent or else investment efforts would have to be made to solve our problems 
in the future, the party and the government opted for the latter. They decided 

"to plant for the future." A summary of what this decision involves and of all the 
various activities can be found in the Prospective Indicative Plan. 


In conclusion, Jorge Rebelo again stressed the need for the party to engage in 
activities of this sort--to explain the specific problems and difficulties to the 
people so as to mobilize them and encourage them to participate in solving then. 
He further said that this type of meeting would be held periodically in the 
future and would involve a general analysis of the country's socioeconomic situa- 
tion or an analysis of specific sectors or problems.

[Excerpts] What I want to say is that to deserve its reputation, a tourist 
center must experience some special notice, it must be the result of the sum 
total of smali details, capable of making one overlook the day to day concerns. 


Bilene is one of the most popular of our beaches in the south. There is no 
need to comment on its beauty and the pleasure a few days spent there affords. 


Delighted, we have learned that Bilene is being restored for tourism. And 
so, every weekend there are now special automobiles which transport tourists 
there; there are excursion boats for cruising, the constant use of playing 
fields. 


However, everything is not yet quite right. As a matter of fact, the Bilene 
beach is full of fragments of broken glass, for after drinking, it has become 
the habit to throw the bottle away. There is almost no weekend when the local 
medical station has not had to treat nasty looking cuts, almost all suffered 
by children. 


For many years, there has also been in Bilene a small esplanade, the property 
of a couple who reside there and earn their living by selling sandwiches znd 
drinks. The services they have rendered over the years is priceless. Even 
when Bilene was almost deserted, there was always something available to 
quench one's thirst or alleviate one's hunger, in addition to being very 
appealing. 


For many years, the Tamar esplanade in Bilene was known as a busy place where 
one could go without fear of encountering an unruly environment. The couple 
always achieved the unusual feat of preventing any incident whatsoever. 


Now, however, Tamar is entirely devoid of vitality despite its having been 
recently painted and its freezers are all working like new. What has 
happened is that the amount of beer and soft drinks which they receive is in 
smaller am-vats than ever, the bread is in short supply and they seldom 
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Obtain any seasonings to make sandwiches. Nevertheless, beer and soft-drink 
trucks are constantly arriving at other restaurants, in some of which liquor 
is freely imbibed, leading to shameful scenes. 


And tcday, whoever is on the beach can no longer get any cool drinks whatever, 


which, at least for me, sufficiently dampens the pleasure of spending a day 
on a beautiful beach.

[Text] The South African prime minister, Mr F.W. Botha, says South Africa is 
to approach the international community to find out to what extent they could 
share the financial burden of South-West Africa/Namibia. He said at a news 
conference in Windhoek this afternoon that if the international community were 
interested in the development and prosperity of the region they had to be 
prepared to carry part of the financial burden South Africa was carrying alone 
at present. He announced earlier that the South African Government has made 

1 billion rand, that is about the same in dollars, available in aid in the 
coming year. 


Mr Botha said that the South African Government was determined and anxious to 
achieve a settlement on South-West Africa/Namibia. The government was also 
anxious that an election should take place to enable the territory to have a 
proper government and to bring peace and stability to the country. 


Referring to a suggestion that the United Nations secretary general, Dr Perez de 
Cuellar, should visit South-West Africa/Namibia, Mr Botha said this was merely 

a suggestion made by someone. Some of the leaders he had spoken to during the 
past few days thought such a visit would be a good thing, and if there was a 
real desire for such a visit to take place, it could be arranged. 


He said that he had asked all the leaders of the territory whether they were in 
favor of a South African withdrawal from South West Africa/Namibia, and all of 
them had said that they did not want South Africans to leave.

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COMMENTARY ON U.S.-ANGOLA TALKS, CUBAN TROOPS

{Text] Indications are that the United States and Angola may establish diplomatic 
relations 6 years after Angola became independent. But that is if the talks 
between both countries succeed. The Americans had during the Angolan war of 
independence, provided moral and material support to the Angolan National 
Liberation Front, FNLA. It is even believed that the U.S. Government is behind 
Jonas Savimbi's rebellion against his country. 


But last December President Jose Eduardo dos Santos of Angola made an appeal 
calling for direct talks with the Reagan administration to sort out the problems 
between the two countries. Encouraged by this gesture, Washington regarded it 

as an important and very positive statement to which it has responded in a 
similarly positive manner through diplomatic channels. (?In fact), to demonstrate 
its willingness to resume normal diplomatic relations with Angola, theReagan 
administration has now said it wants to link an agreement for Namibia with 
movement toward the withdrawal of Cuban troops in Angola. 


But such a linkage is at best tantamount to committing suicide should the Angolan 
Government succumb without any concrete precondition. For one, the Cuban troops 
have helped tremendously in keeping the Angolan Government together. During 

the 1975 Angolan war of independence, for instance, they acted as a checkmate 

for America's covert military operations in Angola. For another, South Africa, 
obviously acting (?on authority of) the West, has not disguised its hatred for 
the leftist oriented MPLA government in Angola. 


Last year alone racist South Africa carried out several incessant raids into 
neighboring Angola, killing and maiming her inhabitants and destroying villages. 
in one of these dastardly raids, South African troops went as far as 100 kilo- 
meters into Angolan territory and despite the South African Government's 
assertion to the contrary, its search and destroy missions into Angola do not 
appear to be over. 


The purpose of such raids, moreover, is undeniably to complicate issues in the 


United Nations over the terms of achieving Namibia's independence. Another is 
South Africa's intent on occupying a buffer zone in southern Angola. 
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Although the OAU has been quick enough in condemning South Africa's aggression 
and in calling for sanctions against South Africa, the organization doesn't 
seem to be in a position to provide some sort of military defense for Angola. 
Indeed Angola has so far been able to preserve its independence and sovereignty 
through the resolve of her people and the help of the Cubans stationed there. 


Perhaps more importantly is the suspicion hanging over the sincerity of the 
South African Government's renewed acceptance of the basic UN framework for 
Namibia's independence. And since the plan was released last September, South 
Africa has not given any serious impression that it is willing to follow through 
with the agreement. It has indeed shifted its position on the issue several 
times. The view now is that South Africa is reluctant to agree to ending its 
control over Namibia so long as the Cubans remain in Angola. 


For South Africa to maintain such a position is at best unrealistic. The 
presence of the Cubans in Angola has nothing to do with the question of granting 
independence to a territory South Africa now illegally occupies anyway. A 
former trustee territory, the United Nations formally terminated South Africa's 
continued occupation of Namibia in 1962. But after 56 years of illegal occupa- 
tion, South Africa is still unwilling to quit Namibia, let alone allow for free 
elections there. 


Although the United States and Angola have been in contact in their efforts to 
bring about a Namibian settlement, South African raids into Angola have dampened 
Namibia's belief in the virtues of diplomatic maneuvers whose architect is still 
South Africa. But the door which now remains open for the United States to 
further its talks with Angola may after all not be that wide as long as the 
differences between them remain unresolved. Angola, no doubt, is crucial to the 
Namibian negotiations, because it borders on that territory. But unless some 
sort of agreements are reached to protect Angola's territory from South African 
raids and ensure Namibia's independence soon, the ongoing dialogue between the 
United States and Angola may not amount to much.

Government-Union Agreement

[Text] Lagos, 3 Mar (NAN)--The Civil Service Technical Workers’ Union today 
in Lagos announced the suspension of its nation-wide strike which began on 
Monday. 


Addressing a news converence, the general secretary of the union, Mr Sylvester 
Ejiofor, said that the suspension followed an agreement reached between the 
union and the federal government. 


According to the agreement, a negotiating panel is to be set up to look into 
the implementation of the 1980 income policy guidelines in the public services 
of the federation. 


The panel is expected to start work on 31 March, and submit its report within 
two weeks. 


It was also agreed that the decision of the National Council on Establishment 
to increase by 300 naira per year salaries of public officers from Grade Level 
01 to 17 be tabled before the next meeting of the National Economic Council 
not later than 23 March. 


Mr Ejiofor expressed the hope that state governments would give their con- 
sent to the recommendation of the National Council of Establishment. He com- 
mended the minister of employment, labor and productivity, Mr Emmanuel 
Osammor, and the minister in charge of labor and establishment matters, Chief 
Olu Awotesu, for their concern and efforts in ensuring that a mutual agreement 
was reached.

[Text] Lagos, 1 Mar (NAN)--The House of Representatives today passed a motion 
appealing to the striking NEPA [Nigeria Electric Power Authcerity] workers to 
return to work immediately. The motion wac sponsored by the Speaker Chief 
Edwin Ume Ezeoke. 


Contributing to the debate un the rotion Chief Tom Egbuwoku, UPN Bendel, said 
that it was illegal for NEPA worke1z's to go on strike berause they performed 
essential services. He blamed the Ministry of Mines and Power for failing to 
monitor the activities of NEPA officials before the strike. 


Alhaji Seriki Adamu, PRP-Kano, suggested that NEPA should be removed from the 
civil service structure and be made to rum on commercial lines to eliminate some 
of the problems confronting the organisation. He said that the ministry should 
“ave met the demand of the workers befoi2® they embarked on strike. 


Aihaji Jimoh Demisa, NPN-Kwara, was of the view that NEPA officials did not 
deserve any Christmas bonus because the authority had not been able to provide 
Steady power supply over the years.

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Government Threatens Dismissal

[Special federal government announcement] 


[Text] The federal government views with great concern the ongoing industrial 
action by some staff of the National Electric Power Authority [NEPA]. As the 
minister of mines and power informed the nation earlier, the action is illegal 
on two counts, namely the normal procedure for settlement of disputes between 
the management and staff of the authority was not followed. Secondly, NEPA 
being an essential service establishment, its staff is prohibited from embarking 
on such industrial action under the law. 


It is clear that the motive behind the illegal action is not so much to obtain 
better conditions of service but to spread disaffection and destabilize the 
country. The damage done to the economy and to the society in general is 
incalculabe. Overnight the nation was deprived of light, water and other 
necessities of life. 


All NEPA employees are hereby directed to returm to work immediately. Those who 
fail to do so by 1300 today will be regarded as being absent from duty and there- 
fore stand summarily dismissed. In the meantime, the public is hereby assured 
that every step is being taken to restore electricity supply throughout the 
country. Once again, all workers who report for duty are fully assure of police 
protection. It should be emphasized that the presence of the police in their work 
locations is for their own protection and security.

[Excerpts] Lagos, 2 Mar (AFP)--The Nigerian Government seemed set today for a 
trial of strength with striking electricity workers as their action, which has 
paralyzed the country, went into its fifth day. 


All electrical power installations are under federal police guard, amid clear 
signs today of hardening positions by both the authorities and the National 
Union of Electricity and Gas Workers, which wants pay improvements. 


The lacx of elect-icity has caused a severe water shortage and hit essential 
services such as nospitals where, according to press reports, people have died 
as a result. The strike has left major towns without water, because of the 
failure of electric-powered pumps, prompting doctors to warn of the danger of 
epidemics. Supplies were being sold at 50 kobos (about 32 U.S. cents) for a 
jerrycan of non-drinking water, and one naira (about 65 cents) for a jerrycan of 
drinking water. 


The electricity black-out ‘as also sent the price of fuel oils soaring. Paraffin 


for lamps and diesel for the large number of commercial and residential generators 
has become practically impossible to find. 
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This morning the black market price of diesel was three times more than normal. 
Petrcl (gasoline) was also in short supply because service station pumps could 
not operate. 


The strikers for their part say they will not go back to work until the govern- 
ment honours a promise to pay an end-of-year bonus for 1981 and grants an all 
round pay increase of about 20 percent. 


Strikes were at the same time getting under way in other sectors of the economy, 
including air traffic controllers at the Murtala Muhammed Intermational Airport 
here and the doctors of Lagos University Teaching Hospital. 


Power To Be Restored

[Text] Lagos, 2 Mar (NAN)--Electricity power may be restored throughout the 
country tomorrow morning folliwng a decision in Lagos today by officials of the 
National Electric Power Authority (NEPA) to call off their 5-day-old national 
strikes. 


Officials of the NEPA which said that they were calling off the strike because 
of the high regard they had for President Shehu Shagari and the mounting 
pressure and appeals from other well-meaning Nigerians. The official expressed 
the hope that the government would reciprocate their gesture by not carrying out 
the threat of dismissal issued to the striking workers yesterday. 


An official of the workers told the News Agency of Nigeria (NAN) that members 
of the public could expect the restoration of electricity supply between 10 am 
and mid-day tomorrow. 


In a communique issued by the Labour Committee of the House of Representatives 
after a 4-hour meeting with leaders of the NEPA workers, the minister of labour, 
Mr Emmanuel Osammor, and the minister of mines and power, Alhaji Muhammad Hassan, 
the NEPA workers were directed to call off their strike and resume work imme- 
diately. 


According to the communique, the minister of labour was directed to set in 
motion machinery for the resolution of all outstanding issues in the workers 
demands. The communique further directed that reports and findings of the 
labour minister's efforts to resolve the issues should be submitted to the 
Labour Committee of the House of Representatives within 1 month. 


At the meeting, the house committee heard that the demands for Christmas bonus 
was not the only grievance. According to the union officials other grievances 
included the non-application of the incomes policy guideline of 1980/81, the 
Onosode report which did not remove NEPA from the civil service system and the 
non-payment of overtime allowances to workers on levels 7-10. The wnion leaders 
said that all the problems encountered were mostly caused by the establishment 
department of the civil service. They told the committee that the strike was 
spontaneous and not organised. 
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The minister of mines and power told the committee that the NEPA action was 
organised and sustained Sy some of the workers based in Lagos, adding that most 
of the state branches were not aware of the plan to embark on a national strike. 
The minister said that the recommendations to pay the 3.7 million naira as 
Christmas bonus was made by the board and the management of NEPA, without 
discussing it with hin. 


The minister described the strike as a shock, adding that there was not verbal 
information of an intention to go on strike. 


The minister of labour, Mr Emmanuel Osammor, described the strike as illegal, 
adding that the union had every opportunity to discuss their problems with him 
before embarking on the strike. He said that he was disappointed that the union 
did not give him the new dimension to their demands. 


A NAN correspondent at the meeting reports that the hall was crowded by officials 
trom NEPA and labour unions, legislators and members of the public, who had come 
to know the outcome of the meeting. 


Efforts to Restore Power

Workers Return to Work

[Text] Lagos, 2 Mar (NAN)--NEPA [Nigeria Electric Power Authority] workers 
and officials in Lagos and its environs came back to work today, and had begun 
to re-activate the nation's power plants and distribution network. 


The minister of mines and power, Alhaji Muhammed Ibrahim Hassan, went round 
some of the NEPA installations in Lagos this afternoon to reassure himself 
that yesterday's undertaking by NEPA workers to resume work immediately, was 
kept. 


Senior NEPA officials, including union leaders, told the minister, almost in 
a chorus: “you can see, we are all back to work, all hands are on deck." 


They assured the minister that many of the power plants had been re-activated, 
and that the rest were in the process of being examined to ensure their safety 
before switching them on. 


Top NEPA officials who were on site to supervise the re-activation gave an 
assurance that from about 3 p.m. today electricity supply in some parts of 
Lagos State would be restored. Other parts of Lagos and the country in gen- 
eral would be restored gradually, they assured.

[Text] Lagos, 4 Mar (NAN)--President Shehu Shagari has been urged to dissolve 
the board of management of the National Electric Power Authority (NEPA) for 
mishandling the strike by its employees. This was contained in the:recommen- 
dations presented to the House of Representatives yesterday by its committee 
on labor. 


According to the report, NEPA management should be reprimanded for granting 
a Christmas bonus to its employees in view of the apparent fa*lure and in- 
efficiency of the NEPA to offer adequate service to the nation. 


The committee recommended the payment of Christmas bonus to employees of other 
federal governmental parastatals to avert a possible strike in reaction to the 
bonus granted to NEPA officials. It further called for the exclusion of work- 
ers performing essential services in the public sector from being members of 
trade unions for security reasons. 


The report said that the house committee on mines and power should be directed 
to initiate a legislation to amend the law establishing NEPA with a view to 
breaking its monopoly in the generation and supply of electricity. It ex- 
plained that the proposed law would limit NEPA to the generation of power while 
another company could take over the supply of electricity. 


The labor committee also called for a re-organization of the industrial re- 
lations division of the Ministry of Employment, Labor and Productivity and 
"redeploy alJ. the dead wood immediately."

FRENCH-SENEGALESE MANEUVERS HELD AT CAMP DODJI, LINGUERE 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 8 Feb 82 p 6 


[Text] Last Thursday [4 February] Maj Gen Idrissa Fall went to Camp Dodji, 
together with senior officers from his staff and a certain number of military 
attaches assigned to Dakar. The purpose of this visit was to attend the 

final phase of the Franco-Senegalese maneuvers called “Amity 9" and to inspect 
the general reserve troops which have been there since 23 January 1982. Major 
General Fall was met, as he descended from the plane, by the prefect of 
Linguere, the mayor of the town, and the president of the veterans’ organiza- 
tion. On the military side he was met by the commander of the French Forces 
at Cap Vert and Colonal Konte, commanding the ground forces. The "Amity 9" 
maneuver included 800 troops, 135 vehicles and armored units, and aircraft, 
supported by substantial logistical resources. The theme of the maneuvers was 
the attack and the defense of a city, in this case Linguere. The city, occu- 
pied by country "Red," was to be retaken by country "Blue," to which it 
belongs. 


The army chief of staff and his party were able to attend the final assault on 
Linguere by the “Blue™ forces, which committed motorized troops with land and 
air support. Previously, a parachute company was dropped to reinforce the 
"Red" side which was defending Linguere. Subsequently, General Fall visited 
the different command posts where the leaders of the units concerned brought 
him up to date regarding their activities. 


At Camp Dodji, which he visited in a Allouette helicopter, the army chief of 
staff was interested in the living and working conditions of his troops. It 
should be noted that for the past 20 years units from the general reserve have 
been spending time at Camp Dodji, which is 26 km from Linguere, or 328 km from 
Dakar. The camp commander, Capt Alioune Diop, told us that Camp Dodji makes it 
possible for artillery and armored units to operate on a "full-scale basis™ and 
to engage in real firing exercises. The people of the area await with some 
impatience the arrival of the troops, who obtain their supplies, particularly 
meat, from the town, as this is a region engaged in forestry and pastoral 
activities. The army also provides the people with medical care. A quantity 
of medicine is always reserved for the needs of the farmers and livestock 
herders who travel on foot or on horseback from 50 to 100 km round trip to 
be treated. 
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After the luncheon offered by Capt Alioune Diop the army chief of staff spent 
the afternoon attending a demonstration of heavy weapons firing. Thus, by 
7:00 pm he had seen firing demonstrations by Jaguar aircraft, by 105 mm HM2 
howitzers from the artillery battalion, by 81 mm mortars, and by AMI, 60 tanks 
from the tank battalion. 


The army chief of staff spent 4 February 1982 in the field with the troops. He 
said he was very satisfied with the different cctivities which were presented 
for his inspection and in which the special platoon of reserve officers 
participated. These high-ranking officials from the civil service and from 
private industry were recruited 1 and 2 years after performing military service 
in order to improve the reserve officer corps of the army and thus achieve 

the unification of the national armed forces in a better way.

ELECTORAL SYSTEM CHANGED--Dakar, 3 Mar (AFP)--According to a bill presented 

by the Senegalese Government, during the forthcoming legislative elections 
scheduled for 1983 the 120 deputies of the Senegalese Parliament will be 
elected partly through election by absolute majority on the departmental 

level and partly through proportional elections on the national list. The 
bill, which will be submitted to the National Assembly, modified the elector- 
al code stipulating the election of all the deputies at the poll through prop- 
ortional elections on the national list. According to the next text, “the 
purpose of. the departmental elections is to lessen all tendencies of abruptness 
in the election through absolute majority at the departmental level." Accord- 
ing to Information Minister Djibo Ka, the introduction of this combined elec- 
tion is meant to take into account the integral multiparty system introduced 
into Senegal where, presently, one can count 12 political parties as compared 
with only 4 at the time of the elaboration of the electoral code in 1977. It 
will be recalled that a law has already been voted calling on the Supreme 

Court to ensure regulerity and the smooth running of the legislative and 
presidential elections.

DEMONSTRATIONS IN NORTHWEST-—-—More demonstrations have erupted in the town of Ber, 
only 18 km east of Burao, the regional capital of Togdher Region, and in Odweina, 
a town in the same region. These follow earlier demonstrations and confronta- 
tions between the general masses opposed to the terror regime of Mogadishu and 
its repressive organs in which many people were killed. The Radio Kulmis reporter 
in Togdher Region reports that the terror regime has dispatched units of its 
repressive forces to some areas of Togdher Region. The Radio Kulmis reporter, 
reporting from the areas where the confrontations are taking place between the 
general masses and the dying regime, says that recently the terror regime sent 
several of its senior puppets there. These puppets are led by Ahmad Suleiman 
Abdulile (Dafleh) and are on a mission to try and defuse the tension facing the 
terror regime from the northern regions. The reports add that the puppets of the 
terror regime on arriving in the northern areas disagreed among themselves and 
murderer (Gani) flew to Mogadishu to take fresh orders from the dictator Mohamed 
Siad Barre. The Radio Kulmis reporter in Gedo Region says the forces of the 
terror regime stationed in the region dispersed after becoming aware of the 
struggle of the Somali masses against the terror regime. The reporter adds 

that the forces are supporting the confrontations of the Somali people against 
the dictatorial regime of Mogadishu.

FURTHER REPORTAGE ON NATIONALIST SPLIT 
Details on Treurnicht's Followers 
Johannesburg RAND DAILY MAIL in English 25 Feb 82 p 11

Rebellion; 22 and the Man in the Middle"] 


[Text] Dr Ferdi Hartzenberg, the ” nister of Education and Training and MP for 
Lichtenverg, is regarded as one of the arch-verkramptes in the Cabinet. 


He was born in the Lichtenberg district where he still owns farms. He was MPC 
for Lichtenberg from 1965 to 1970 when he was elected MP for the constituency. 


In 1976 he was appointed Deputy Minister of Bantu Development and was appointed 
to his present portfolio in 1979, much to the surprise of many observers who ex- 
pected a verligte to get the highly controversial and sensitive portfolio. 


Dr Hartzenberg's position in Lichtenberg has been threatened for months by Right- 
wing troubles. 


First indications of a crisis came in last year's General Election when Mr Johan 
Boonzaaier of the Herstigte Nasionale Party polled 3 389 votes to Dr Hartzenberg's 
6 198--a relatively slim majority, only 2 809, for a Cabinet Minister. In 1977 
Dr Hartzenberg was unopposed. 


The Nats in Lichtenberg were rocked again last September when 39 members resigned, 
most of whom were expected to join the HNP. Dr Hartzenberg rushed back from Par- 
liament to salvage what he could of the crumbling local NP executive. 


In August, the chairman of the NP Lichtenberg divisional executive, Mr Piet Stein- 


man, and a member of the executive, Mr Andries Beyers--a former Nat MPC--resigned 
their posts and left the party. Both later joined the HNP. 


Dissatisfaction in the constituency has centred around the NP's “intergrationist 
policies," according to Mr Beyers. 


Mr Frank Le Roux, MP for Brakpan, is Deputy Speaker and Chairman of Committees. 
Since first being elected to Parliament in 1972, he rose quickly to become a party 
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whip and chief spokesman on police matters. He was a member of the Schlebusch com 
mission of inquiry into the constitution. 


In last year's (seneral Election his majority was 8 840, one of the biggest in the 
country. Brakpan, a traditional UP seat, first fel to the Nats in 1953 by only 
47 votes. 


A lawyer, Mr Le Roux joined the National Party in 1952 and served as a party or- 
ganiser. 


Dr Boy Geldenhuys had one of the narrowest Nat wins in last year's General Elec- 
tion when he beat former Cabinet Minister, Dr Connie Mulder, in Randfontein. 


Dr Geldenhuys polled 5 356 votes to Dr Mulder's 4 434--a majority of only 922. 


In the by-election in Randfontein which followed Dr Mulder's resignation from 
Parliament in 1979 in the wake of the Info scandal, Dr Geldenhuys won with a ma- 
jority of 3 463 against the HNP, the NRP and the PFP. 


But the widespread Rightwing support in the area--particularly from white miners-- 
was clearly shown by the 2 428 votes won by the HNP in the by-election. 


Dr Geldenhuys is a former leader of the Afrikaanse Studentebond--a conservative 
organisation set up by Afrikaans-speaking campuses as an alternative to Nusas. 


Mr S P Barnard was elected to Parliament as MP for Langlaagte in the 1974 General 
Election. Before that he was the MPC for the constituency for eight years. 


He also represented the Booyens/Robertsham area on the Johannesburg City Council 
for 12 years from 1962. 


He was born in George in tht2 Cape--the Prime Minister's constituency--and educa- 
ted in Knysna before moving to Johannesburg where he qualified as a teacher at the 
Johannesburg College of Education. 


In the last General Election Mr Barnard polled 6 473 votes to the 1 042 of Mr Hannes 
Nel of the New Republic Party and the 956 of Mr James Landman of the Progressive 
Federal Party. The Nat majority was 5 431. In the 1977 General Election Mr Bar- 
nard was returned unopposed. 


Bessie Scholtz, MP for Germiston District, is the first woman Nationalist to be 
elected to Parliament. An MPC since 1974, she was elected unopposed to Parlia- 
ment in 1979. 


Mother of 11, Mrs Scholtz believes it is the duty of white women to have children 
"otherwise the white race in South Africa will eventually die out". 


In Parliament she has been intereste¢c particularly in education and family matters-- 


she is a former teacher and married to a school principal--but not in women's 
rights. 
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Mrs Scholtz cherished a high regard for Dr Connie Mulder, and was relieved when he 
decided not to oppose her with his National Conservative Party. She firmly be- 
lieves that "everybody should have their own identity, culture and things on their 
own". 


Dr Willie Snyman, MP for Pietersburg, has been involved in the past in a verkrampte 
controversy over his sympathies for the HNP. 


In 1975, Dr Snyman was accused of owning shares in the HNP newspaper, DIE AFRIKANER. 
He denied the charge, but DIE AFRIKANER revealed details of the shareholding. 


His candidacy for the National Party was challenged because apart from the shares 
allegation, he had donated money to the HNP in 1970 and had spoken at an HNP meet- 
ing addressed by the party leader, Mr Jaap Marais, in 1973. 


During the 1975 election, Dr Synman was labelled a verkrampte "Trojan horse” 
likely to join those resisting Mr Vorster's reform policies. 


During the 1981 election, Dr Snyman came under extreme pressure from the HNP, 
which claimed his sympathies lay with them and that he was following Mr P W Botha 
against his conscience. 


Mr Tom Langley, MP for Waterkloof, is one of th2 most controversial of the con- 
servative Nat MPs. 


Je is also one of Dr Treurnicht's closest allies and is chairman of the powerful 
Pretoria National Party Council and deputy chairman of committees in Parliament. 


Last November verligtes in Pretoria were dealt a crushing blow by Mr Langley when 
he was re-elected for the third time by 18 votes to the 15 of current NP leader in 
the Provincial Council, Mr Fanie Schoeman. 


The move was an effort by verligtes to oust Dr Treurnicht's supporters from the 
powerful Council. 


In the last General Election Mr Langley won with 6 726 votes to the 4 886 of Pro- 
fessor W A Joubert of the PFP and the 1 228 of Mr J C Maree of the NRP-—a majority 
of 1 840. 


In the 1977 Generali Election Mr Langley won from the PFP and the HNP with a 
majority of 3 668. 


It is clear that if the situation arises in which Mr Langley is opposed by the 
Nats and the PFP in a future election, the PFP would have an excellent chance of 
winning the constituency on a split vote. 


J H ("Koos") Van Der Merwe, MP for Jeppe, is a former heavyweight boxer and Al- 
berton lawyer. He won the marginal seat of Jeppe in 1977, not long after a pro- 
vincial sequestration order against him had been set aside. He was re-elected 
on a 43 percent poll last year. 
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Mr Van der Merwe has pressed for coloureds to be moved out of his constituency but 
he has been sympathetic to Portuguese residents who, he said, should be allowed to 
hold parties until 1 am on Sunday mornings. 


An outspoken Treurnicht supporter, he had to apologise to Prime Minister Botha for 
Statements he made at the height of the Craven Week row in 1980. 


Asked to tell the voters last year whether he was a Treurnicht or a P W Botha man, 
he said: "Don't worry about old Koos, he's simply a loyal and patriotic South Af- 
rican and Nationalist." 


Mr Casper Uys, National Party MP for Barberton, was chairman of the parliamentary 
select committee appointed to evaluate evidence given to the Erasmus Commission 
during the Information scandal. 


He said at the time--in May 1980--that there had been differences of opinion on 
which evidence should be made public and which threatened the security of the State, 
but all decisions had been taken in the interests of the country. 


"South Africa is tired of the whole Information affairs," he said. 


Jan J Van Zyl, MP for Sunnyside, is au extreme Rightwinger who was expected to join 
the breakaway from the National Party to form the Herstigte Nasionale Party 13 
years ago. He was named by HNP leader Jaap Marais as one of the 13 MPs who held 
discussions with the then Prime Minister, Mr Vorster, because of their doubts about 
his 1967 declaration on sport. 


He remained in the party, and after giving assurances that he supported verligte 
Nationalist initiatives, obtained the NP nomination in the 1970 election. He also 
figures prominently in an unsuccessful verkrampte bid in 1969 to gain control of 
the Pretoria general council of the NP. 


En route to Parliament in 1970, he said that he had been active in the NP since 
1945. "As I then saw and carried out the policy (of the NP) so I will carry it 
out in the future," he said. 


Mr Van Zyl has been strongly opposed to Sunday newspaper “immorality”, Nusas, 
working women and streaking. 


Mr Ben Wilkens, MP for Ventersdorp, has been in Parliament since 1978 and has kept 
a low profile, although he is known to have been a staunch supporter of Dr Treur- 
nicht. His maiden speech was on the capital needs of farmers. His last speech, 
during the last session, was on the use of co-operatives for efficient marketing. 


Mr Hannes Visagie, MP for Nigel, attacked the Theron Commission of Inquiry into 
the future of coloured people in South Africa at a meeting in Nigel in April last 
year, accusing professors Esterhuizen and Erica Theron of constantly attacking 
their own people. 


"Never in this country's history was there such a small nation which did so much 
for all its people with so little thanks, as we did. 
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“When our forefathers landed on these shores they did not kill off the people like 
the Americans with the Red Indians, or the Australians with the Aborigines." 


Mr Visagie first hit the headlines when, as a Nationalist MPC in 1963, he accused 
Rand majors of "junketing around the countryside dressed like Father Christmases". 


He also objected to mayors attending Sunday church services in their regalia, as it 


could easily happen that "mayors would receive the spotlight that should be thrown 
on God". 


In 1976, Mr Visagie, as chairman of Nigel's management committee, said that the 
Transvaal Municipal Employer's Association could become a “destructive Franken- 
stein Monster". 


This association would financially strangle the city councils and ignore rate- 
payers struggling to maintain themselves above the breadline, he said. 


He also said that an economic collapse in South Africa, because of its various 
race groups, would lead to bloodshed and revolution. 


H "Daan" K Van Der Merwe, MP for Rissik since 1966, went unreprimanded last year 
for calling Mr P W Botha the "JR" of the National Party. 


Verkrampte Mr Van der Merwe is a staunch Treurnicht supporter. In 1977 he launched 
a public witchhunt against Afrikaner liberals inside the National Party who advo- 
caced “power sharing". He also attacked fellow-MPs, including 4r Louis le Grange, 
by implication although not by name. His remarks reflected verkrampte doubts 

about the Vorster Government's new constitutional proposals. 


Last year he caused a furore by reportedly telling an NP meeting on the eve of the 
party's Transvaal congress, that Dr Treurnicht and his supporters had had enough 
of "assassins" in political, academic and journalistic circles and of “unprinci- 
pled leaders". He later admitted he was referring to certain fellow-parliamentar- 
ians. The episode was interpreted as a "declaration of war" on NP verligtes. 


Mr H M J Van Rensburg, MP for Rosettenville, said in a speech in the Senate in 
March 1973 that newspapers should be compelled to tell the Government how many 
readers they had in each race group. 


Speaking in the debate on the second reading of the Part Appropriation Bill, Mr 
Van Rensburg said newspapers that printed "special editions" for Africans should 
send on these special editions to the Minister of the Interior. 


"If the SUNDAY TIMES prints special editions for Bantu in Soweto, the Government 
should take note of this. 


"This influence being built up by the Press in this regard should be taken note 
of by the Government.” 


Mr Van Rensburg also said that Afrikaans speakers did their duty to the Press in 


South Africa by reading newspapers in both language groups, whereas the English- 
speaking South Africans did not. 
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Mr Willie Van Der Merwe has always been regarded as one of the most verkrampte MPs 
in the National Party and one of Dr Andries Treurnicht's strongest supporters. 


Mr Van Der Merwe used to be the Nationalist Party MP for Heidelberg but changed 
his constituency to Meyerton in 1974, 


In 1979, when he was Government Whip, he appealed for the South African flag to 
be retained in its present form. 


In August last year, Mr Van Der Merwe quoted the Prime Minister to support his claim 
that the Government would not deviate trom apartheid. 


Mr Louis Theunissen, a nominated MP, spoke during the last parliamentary session 
in September about the occupation of farms in designated areas bordering Mozam- 
bique, Botswana, Zimbabwe and Zambia. 


He said farmers in these areas were demanding greater protection in the light of 
terrorist attacks. There were also growing demands for the Minister to take steps 
to ensure that all farms in the area were occupied and controlled. Unoccupied 
farms provided shelter to terrorists. 


Dr Franz Van Staden, MP for Koedoespoort, said in Parliament late last year: 

"There is no art in adopting a critically negative attitude when judging any situa- 
tion, but there is an art in being positively constructive and trying to make a 
contribution by means of which the difficulty can be relieved." 


He was speaking in a debate on the rationalisation of the Public Service. 


Speaking on the use of the identity document, "which already serves as a birth 
certificate, as proof of identity to gain access to places where right of entrv 
is reserved or barred, as proof of identity at elections, as proof of marital 
status and it contains the motor vehicle driver's licence as well as the firearm 
licence", Dr Van Staden said. 


"With our manpower shortage and for the best utilisation of our time, money and 
manpower, can we afford the luxury of everyone demanding a birth certificate, and 
then filing it and forgetting about it?" 


Mr Karel Swanepoel, the Nationalist Party's candidate in Gezina, Pretoria, said 
at an election meeting in 1975 that he could see no reason why parks in the area 
should "not" be closed to blacks. 


Mr Swanepoel reasoned that if employees let their black servants go home after 
5pm during weekdays and at weekends, then the blacks would not need to use the 


public parks for recreation. 


Giving blacks sufficient time off to spend at their homes would compensate for the 
closing of the parks, he said. 


In 1980, Mr Swanepoel, now MP for Gezina, appealed to blacks to make use of facili- 
ties provided for them by the city council during lunch hours as Church Square 
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had become a place where people, particularly black people, were "lying about like 
rock rabbits in the sun". 


Mr Willem Lemmer, 26-year-old MP for Schweizer-Reneke, is a farmer who believes 
in applying farming wisdom to the nation's political issues. 


In an interview in March last year, he described his philosophy in terms of hi: own 
farm, which he said had different types of soil--flat, clayey and hilly. 


"On the flat soil we plant mealies, on the clay soil sunflowers and on the hilly 
soil kaffircorn,"” said Mr Lemmer. "Each group is worked and harvested differently. 
The result is a beautiful harvest from all over the farm. 


"If we planted mealies all over the farm, the harvest would be less good. 


"This is also the case in South Africa, because if one group forces its will on 
another, the whole thing will be a bad harvest." 


The remaining rebel MPs are Mr Jan Hoon (Kuruman) and Mr Jan Poggenpoel (Beaufort 
West). 


Rightwinger Andries Treurnicht is the man in the middle of yet another projected 
Nationalist split. Every time there has been a crunch issue--caused by the up- 
compromising Verwoerdian apartheid line he and his backers have adopted against 
reform--he has stepped back to preserve uneasy party unity almost at the point of 
no return. Can he do so again? Eugene Hugo examines the man and his special 
brand of politics. 


Quote: "Mixed sport is the thin edge of the wedge."--Dr No (1975). 


Quote: "They are citizens of another country and there is absolutely no question 
of political rights or power sharing in the white area."--Dr No on Urban Blacks. 


Quite: "I rejected the possibility of a breakaway from the National Party. I 
fought against it. When it came to the 1970 election, I actually fought the HNP 
in Hoofstad."--Dr No on the HNP. 


Quote: "The creed of no discrimination could be a very dangerous one...It would 
mean the complete breakdown of the policy of separate development."--Dr No on erra- 
dication of discrimination against urban blacks. 


Super-Afrikaner Andries Treurnicht is today once again at the crossroads of a 
stormy nationalist political career--this time the issue is white power sharing 
with coloureds and Indians. 


Within seven days he and his 21 overt followers in the Nationalist caucus who 


snubbed a vote of confidence in Prime Minister P W Botha yesterday will have to 
decide on their future in the National Party. 
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Dr Treurnicht is clearly the man in the middle of this new Nationalist crisis with 
the ability to finally self-destruct Afrikaner unity--that precious quality suc- 
cessive Prime Ministers have been so scared to lose. 


And the question being asked in political circles and most certainly in the ranks 
of his wider potential support is: will he lead a split this time? 


But the man regarded as the spiritual leader of the Rightwing has long indulged 
in a peculiar game of brinkmanship--always drawing back from the point of no return 
to blithely espress solidarity with his leadership. 


as the Nationalist-supporting Rapport Sunday newspaper pointed out at the weekend: 
people had drawn final lines before, only to change at the moment of decision. 


In a clear reference to Dr Treurnicht, the newspaper added that people who had 
made a stand against open sport and hotels were not only still in politics, but 
etill in the NP. 


To some this has been seen as a sign of muddled verkramptheid but others have ssen 
it as an indication of Dr Treurnicht's patience in waiting for the right issue and 
the right moment. 


He has in fact conducted a finely-calculated campaign for control of the National 
Party--or at least its ideological and policy direction. 


This campaign came to a critical phase in 1978 when he was elected Transvaal leader 
of the National Party. 


He succeeded fellow Rightwinger Dr Connie Mulder to gain a new and powerful piat- 
form from which to consolidate his image as a man of iron principle, crusader for 
the Calvinist cause and the bearer of the Verwoerdian mantle. 


Dr Treurnicht, or Dr No as he became known because of his resistance to reform, 
had been neutralised by former Prime Minister John Vorster and left in a state of 
suspension as a Deputy Minister in 1970. 


Mr Botha also failed to draw Dr Treurnicht into the Cabinet when he took over 
the reins of power in 1978 amid the Info scandal. 


More recently his appointment as Minister of State Administration and Statistics 
was also seen as a “neutralising” move because it left him without a seat on the 
influential State Security Council. 


But through all this the undaunted Dr Treurnicht set about consolidating his con- 
siderable popular appeal among rural and other conservative Afrikaners by remaining 
the idevlogical thorn in the pragmatic flesh of the government. 


And most of his undoubted success has been attributed to his unadulterated recti- 


tude--which not even the now celebrated "bols" joke could alter to the distress of 
the verligte Louis Nel who sought to make political capital from it. 
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He had all the right credentials--an early career as a dominee, then editorship 

of the NGK magazine, Die Kerkbode, followed by four years as editor of the Pretoria 
daily, HOOFSTAD and finally by his entry to parliamentary politics and two years 

as chairman of the Broederbond. 


Former doyen of Nationalist political commentators, Schalk Pienaar, once went so 
far as to dismiss Andries Treurnicht as a failed clergyman, a failed journalist 
and a failed politician. 


But the late Mr Pienaar's acid commentary has been negated by events over the years 
as Dr Treurnicht built his ability to throw the National Party into turmoil with 
the backing of his conservative Afrikaner constituency. 


Sixty-two-year-old Dr Andries Treurnicht, although he failed to breakaway with the 
Hertzogites in 1969 sat tight with each successive internal crisis, is neverthne- 
less still seen as the spiritual leader of the Rightwing. Today he is the most 
controversial politician in the National Party and seen in verkrampte circles as 
the future “Lion of the North." 


Dr Treurnicht's methods have been so subtle that verligtes have often been beside 
themselves with frustration to pin him down as he takes every tactical opportunity 
to voice careful but clear reservations about policy changes. 


The essense of Dr Treurnicht's political thinking is that grand apartheid can't 
exist without "small" or “petty” apartheid. 


As he said in his book, "Credo van 'n Afrikaner": "If small apartheid is completely 
eliminated, big apartheid becomes superflous, stupid and unnecessary." 


Yet, despite his image as the uncompromising idealogue, his "Credo" is often mud- 
died. 


As an oponent of the removal of "petty" apartheid, he also says "borders" between 
races must not be without gates that can be opened. 


At the same time he opposes mixing at recreational, residential, social and politi- 
cal levels. 


And then he asserts that “colour or race to not determine a person's worth as a 
human being.” 


But nowhere does he say how far the gates can be opened. 


Clearly they cannot be opened enough to allow coloureds and Indians to join whites 
in one government. 
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A Nat Showdown Was on the Cards 
[Article by Chris Freimond] 


[Text] Yesterday's dramatic developments in the National Party caucus centre on 
the controversial concept of power sharing as set out in the latest issue of the 
NP in*‘ormation sheet, Nat 80s. 


The party's chief information officer, Dr Jan Grobler--with the approval of the 
chairman of the NP's federal information service, Dr Piet Koornhof--wrote an arti- 
cle which stated that whites, coloureds and Indians shared the same geographical 
area in South African and it was illogical for there to be more than one Govern- 
ment for that area--in essence he advocated power sharing. 


The report was deeply resented in some Nat circles--in particular by the verkrampte 
Transvaal leader, Dr Andries Treurnicht--but was not repudiated by Prime Minister. 


The matter moved towards a showdown on Monday when Mr Harry Schwarz (PFP Yeoville) 
asked during the mini-budget debate if Mr Botha agreed with the statement that 
there could only be one government in a country. 


The Prime Minister replied: "Naturally. I said it also during the no confidence 
debate." 


In a statement issued later on Tuesday in response to Dr Treurnicht's demand that 
the situation be clarified, Mr Botha said the NP believed the concept of "“delibera- 
tion and co-responsibility" was "a form of healthy power sharing." 


His full statement read: "During the no-confidence debate I have again expressed 
myself against a system of one-man-one-vote under the Westminister system. 


"I pointed out that it was not possible to institute separate instruments for 
whites and coloureds in the same country without joint deliberation on the first, 
second and third levels of government. 


"I also stated that the self-determination of the Whites remained the Government's 
standpoint. 


"But at the same time I said that self-determination was a relative term and not 
an absolute one. 


"To my mind too many spooks are being chased up regarding the term ‘power-sharing’. 


"The Progressive Federal Party and we do not think in the same terms regarding 
the word ‘power-sharing’. 


"They are aiming for a unitary state and we are not. But in our view the term 


deliteration/consultation and co-responsibility is indeed a healthy form of power- 
sharing, without violating the principle of self-determination. 
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"Therefore we prefer the term co-responsibility. 


"I have pointed out that joint services would have to be rendered to the white 
and coloured population groups which would necessitate joint deliberation and de- 
cisions. 


"Consequently I have declared that a sovereign parliament could not be created for 
coloureds. 


"There can only be one central power of government in a country although there 
could be several governmental instruments. 


"This principle was also laid down in the 1977 proposals of the National Party. 
For this reason there was at the time already clarity regarding one executive 
State President and a joint council of Cabinets chaired by the State President. 


"From this it naturally follows that the Treasury and financial control should 
eventually be vested in a central power. 


"Regarding the controversial article of the NP‘s chief information cfficer, I want 
to point out that the article should be read in the light of my explanation in 
Parliament. The chief Information officer consults me regularly. 


"We are waiting for the President's Council's proposals regarding a future constitu- 
tional system. 


"When those proposals have been made the Government and the NP will deliberate on 
them meaningfully. 


"I intend to lead the discussions regarding such proposals myself at each of the 
provincial congresses. 


"I have already indicated that a referendum or referendums regarding the matter 
is a strong possibility." 


From then on it was clear that the Prime Minister and the Transvaal leader were 
heading for a showdown at yesterday's caucus meeting. 


Botha's Last Chance

[Text] The inevitable finally happened yesterday--the National Party, rotten at 
roots, split at the top. Afrikanerdom has been divided as it hasn't been divided 


since 1936. The fear that has haunted, and hamstrung, every Prime Minister since 
1948 has become a fact and the consequences for South Africa are incalculable. 








Politically, nothing can ever be the same again. The Prime Minister has given an 
ultimatum to the rebels to reconsider their position before next Wednesday. That 
must be simply a curious formality. Any rebel MP who turns tail now, having de- 
clared his lack of confidence in the Prime Minister, would have to return in shame 
to oblivion. 


The revolt has been too visible, too fundamental, to be dismissed as disagreement. 
An apparent reconciliation--an event so unlikely as to be hardly worth considering-- 
would in any case fool no one. 


The conclusion is irresistible that the verkrampte right has gained an overnight 
foothold in Parliament, stronghold of white power. It is much too early to talk 
about possible alignments with other rightist groups, but the dissidents must be 
regarded as having potential support from the growing number of voters who sup- 
ported the HNP at the last election and the unknown number of others within the Na- 
tional Party who silently share their prejudices. 


The split seemed to come with dramatic suddenness. Actually it merely rubber- 
stamped deep differences that have been there for years. Significantly, the issue 
that precipitated it was shrouded in double-speak and euphemisms: “healthy 
power-sharing" is not a concept that, umexplained, can hold out a great deal of 
promise (or threat) to anyone outside the superheated ranks of the party. 


And this is the key to understanding the unhappy situation that the split leaves 
Mr P W Botha in now. 


He has got the worst of both worlds, and it is his own fault. Presiding over a 
looming split in his own party, he failed to position himself as a focal point 
for the forces of reform. His commitment to change up to now has been too timid 
to attract real reformists, just not timid enough to placate the right. He risks 
ending up as a Prime Minister in no-man's-land. 


Mr Botha must be bitterly regretting that he threw away three years talking about 
reform rather than implementing it. 


Now he is in a spot. Does he try to prevent further erosion by being even more 
cautious? The fact that he did, in the end, knowingly precipitate this crisis 
Suggests that he does not consider that to be an option. He has found the cour- 
age to confront the verkramptes. 


Does he simply sit tight, moving neither right nor left? The middle ground, as the 
old United Party discovered to its cost, is no place to be in a political battle. 


This leaves only one choice. He must strike out boldly along the path to reform. 


All South Africans will be watching very closely to see how he reacts in what are 
bound to be tumultuous days ahead. Mr Botha can still turn predicament into golden 
opportunity. Suddenly he is freed of the need to pander to verkramptheid. The 

PFP has always promised him support for any positive move he makes towards creating 
a more just society. Millions of others will back real change too. 
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Late yesterday the Prime Minister appealed to the country to stand behind him. We 
go further: he could find his wish granted beyond his furthest hope if only he 
can summon the will now to pioneer a new South Africa--not just for whites, not 
just for Indians and coloureds, but for all its peoples. 


For him, there may never be another opportunity like it. 
Treurnicht's Role 


Dr Andries Treurnicht's wrecking role has never been more nakedly evident than it 
is now. In the National Party, in the National Party caucus, inside the Govern- 
ment, and in South Africa, he has become the symbol of those who want to impede any 
semblance of progress towards a sane and just nation. 


There is nothing contrived about the nickname which the Press has conferred on 
him: Dr No. He has fully merited it as a result of what he has done: rooted in 
a racial philosophy which embarrasses even many of today's Nationalists, he has 
sought to block and to frustrate even the limited actions of this Government in 
getting away from the dangerous sterility of outdated Verwoerdism. 


Over the years Dr Treurnicht's mere presence has retarded meaningful change be- 
cause of the constant threat he has posed of leading a major breakaway from the Na- 
tional Party's ranks. Exactly to what extent he is a real leader is, however, un- 
clear for certainly his repeated backing-off whenever a crunch situation arises has 
earned him the scorn of many on the extreme right who would otherwise be his na- 
tural allies. 


Despite this, Dr Treurnicht has thus far manoeuvred his way through one crisis 
after the other, and has managed to retain his position as the focal point of re- 
sistance to change inside the recesses of the Government. 


Now, again, he is in the midst of a monumental crisis. His statement yesterday 
in response to it is a mixture of defiance--a standing by what he calls his prin- 
ciples--and an attempt at conciliation. 


How he felt able to issue the statement after the events of earlier yesterday when 
(according to his own claim) he voted against the motion of confidence in Mr P W 
Botha is explicable only in terms of his past pattern of behaviour: of climbing 
rapidly to sit atop the fence whenever the fire--ignited by his resistance--grows 
too hot. 


But it is clear that the fire this time round is too hot, and that Dr Treurnicht 
is going to have to decide on which side to jump. Indeed, unless he firmly com- 
mits himself it is difficult to see how even the most ardent of his supporters can 
continue to view him in any leadership role. Still more, it is impossible to see 
how he can now return to the Nationalist fold--short of an abject capitulation to 
him by Mr Botha--and still retain a shred of political integrity. 


We need hardly say that in expressing our views we are not motivated by any regard 
for the National Party. But the NP does constitute the Government and it is the

[Text] South Africa was plunged into an unprecedented political crisis yesterday 
with the walkout of Transvaal National Party Leader, Dr Andries Treurnicht, and a 
vote against a motion of confidence in the Prime Minister, Mr P W Botha, by 22 
others. 


While a split within the Nats ranks was predictable, almost inevitable, the sudden- 
ness of it all shook this country's political ground. 


The implications of this split are wide-ranging. However, the most significant 
is that clear lines will have to be drawn in this whole ideclogical battle, which 
the verkramptes have been winning in the caucus over the years. 


It is against this background that this country now is looking up at Mr Botha to 
show the strength and determination he has often been said to have. Never before 
has any Nat Premier been faced with such a crisis, and how Mr Botha will handle 
this may well be the turning point in the history of South Africa. 


Mr Botha could have spared himself all this misery if he had not tried to paper 

the cracks in the Nat wall over the years. He allowed the verkramptes to put the 
brakes on progressive thinking and pragmatism in the light of the present political 
situation which demands the Government must face the realities of the situation in 
the name -f Afrikaner unity. 


We do not believe it is too late for him to try and get this country back on 
course. Indeed, a better opportunity could not have been found for this. Mr 
Botha must have known that his attempts at papering the cracks had failed, and that 
the Nat wall would inevitably collapse. We hope that, in view of this, he has al- 


ready mapped out a road which would lead this country out of its present political 
quagmire. 


This government has, over the years, been brought to a screeching halt by verkrampte 
elements within the party--people who could quite easily find a home in the HNP.

It is not a simple matter for South Africa given the definitely threatening 
situation it has internationally and particularly given the fickleness of different 
U.S. administrations.

Taking everything into consideration it is probably more to South Africa's advantage 
to remain a threshold power so long as possible.

[Text] THREE MEMBERS of the 
African National Congress 
(ANC) sentenced to death 
for treason at the end of the 
marathon Sasol-Booysens 
trial last year have been 
refusing to eat prison food 
since February 6. 


Officials of the Prisons 
Department in—Preteria con- 
firmed yesterday that Anthony 
Bobby Tsotsobe, Johannes 
Shabangu and David Moise, have 
refused ta take food provided by 
the prison. 

All three men are on the death row and 
an appeal is being considered against 
their death sentences. 

The spokesman refuted suggestions 
that the men were on hunger strike and 


said that although they had not been 
taking food made available by the 
prison, they had been allowed to 
‘‘purchase additional foodstuff and 
edibles”. 

“They are therefore not on hunger 
strike. Medical services are available at 
all times and they are regularly seen by a 
medical officer. They do not require any 
treatment at this stage,”’ he said. 

However, lawyers representing the 
three men had told The SOWETAN that 
when they visited them this week they 
learned that the men had been on hunger 
strike since February 6. The strike was 
also confirmed to them bv Commanding 





Officer Lieutenant-Colonel van Niekerk 
of the Maximum Security Section, 
Central Prison, Pretoria, they said. 

The lawyers have now sent a telegram 
to the Commissioner of Prisons 

ing permission to sce the three 
men about their conditions since the food 
boycott started. 

Tsotsobe, Shabangu and Moise were 
found guilty of high treason in the 
Pretoria Supreme Court, by Mr Justice T 
Theron, and two assessors on August 18 
last year. 

Their charges were a sequel to the 
bombing of Sasol Two, Dube Railway 
Station, West Rand Board Offices in 


Diepkloof, the Booysens Police Station’

allegedly kidnapped 
from Botswana, which 
you in return replied 
negatively to, may we 
inquire now whether 
the Security Police are 
holding Miss Joyce Di- 
pale, of Dube, Soweto, 
an exile who is also al- 
leged to have been kid- 
napped from Bots- 
wana. 

“Our information is 
that two people, a man, 
Mr Lengene, and a 
woman, possibly Miss 
Dipale, have been kid- 
napped from Bots- 
wana.” 

The police reply 
read: 

1. **We refer you to the 
statements made by the 
Honourable Minister 
of Justice in this regard. 
2. No person with the 
name furnished is at 
present being detained 
in terms of security 
legislation in South Af- 
rica. 

3. A person with asimi- 
lar name is however as- 
sisting the police in the 
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investigation of alleged 
offences and persons 
have already been ar- 
rested and offensive 
weapons discovered.” 

Botswana police also 
said they had no know- 
ledge of the kidnap- 
ping and said that the 
last they heard about 
Miss Dipale was when 


she was taken to 
Europe for medical 
treatment last 
November.

followed an attempt on 
her life in November. 


Referring to the kid-

Lawyers acting for Mr 
Ntombela, said yester- 
day that they were in- 
formed by police that the 
other two men, Mr 
Mothibi Ntshekang and 
Mr Selby Mavuso, were 
released from detention. 

But The SOWE- 
TAN’S inquiries 
about Mr Ntshekang and 
Mr Mavuso could not be 
replied, in terms of the 
Defence Act, which pro- 
hibits the publication of 
activities of the army and 
the police while combat- 
ing terronsm. 

Mr Ntombela’s 
lawyers said they wrote 
to the Attorney General 
requesting further de- 
tails relating te the al- 
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leged release of Mr 
Ntshekang and Mr 
Mavuso. 

The three men were 
captured late in January 
last year when the SADF 
men penetrated 
Mozambique’s industrial 
area and raided houses 
used by ANC men where 
several shots were fired 
resulting in the death of 
13 ANC men. 

In a statement re- 
leased by the chief of the 
Defence Force, General 
Constand Viljoen, the 
attack followed “‘irrefut- 
able information” that 


Maputo was used as a 
springboard for terror 
against South Africa. 


He said there was “‘un- 
shakable” evidence that 
the attack on Sasol, the 
Silverton incident and 
the attacks on police sta- 
tions during 1980 had 
been planned by people 
in Maputo with the aid of 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation and East 
German advisers.

NOT THAT he minded, but we think it was 
somewhat unfortunate, particularly in view of 
the concerns of the day, that the Editar of this 
newspaper was not invited with editors from 
white newspapers to address the Steyn Report 
on television. 


We think the consensus was after the prog- 
ramme that this country needs papers as di- 
verse as The SOWETAN, the Citizen and the 
Beeld for example. One thing we have to take 
issue with is the view, surprisingly widely held 
that The SOWETAN is not an (independent) 
black newspaper. 


We are placing independent in parenthesis 
for a reason. People who raise this view some- 
times do not define what they mean by an 
“independent black newspaper’. 


On the basis of pure physical mechanics it 
can be said the Star and the Pretoria News are 
not “independent” in the sense that they both 
belong to the Argus company. The SOW- 
ET AN belongs to this conglomerate and if the 
argument is because of that it is not indepen- 
dent, we beg to differ somewhat strenuously. 


Special case 


There is no way that the Argus Company is 
going to dictate editonal content in any of its 
newspapers. Speaking for ourselves, and we 
believe we are a special case, this is not what 
happens. 

We are special for various reasons. We after 


all belong to the line of black newspapers, from 
The World to Post that were owned by the 


Argus company and because of their vitality, 
were banned. You would think the Argus 
company would then sit on our Editor's neck to 
make sure that this, their third black news- 
paper does not get banned too. It’s simply not 
good for business. Yet this hardly ever hap- 
pens. 

You would think we as reporters on this 
paper would be especially worried so that we 
do not lose our jobs or worse, be responsible 


for this black voice which we believe serves a 
vast number of black readers, to be closed. 

This question about an “independent” black 
newspaper is intriguing on a number of points. 

First the interpretation from the Right is we are 
not “independent” because we are too radical. 
This is for us the height of misinformafion. 

We are not even hiding that we are owned 
by a white conglomerate called the Argus 
Company. To suggest, that the Argus Com- 
pany has any control on our editorial content is 
an insult to the mother body and to us as jour- 
nalists. 

This question of “independence” (thanks 
God we are not associated with that term which 
is redolent with dark and sinister nuances) is 
intriguing. Interpretations of rightwingers 
about an “independent” black newspaper dif- 
fer dramatically from other interpretations. 
According to the drafters of the Steyn Report 
we are an “embarrasment”, we are radical and 
so on and so forth. In other words we are not 
independent and by some mystic way, we be- 

come radical. 

If the assumption is that there is control from 
Sauer Street, then t..at's farcical. Some of us 
believe some of the payers in the Argus Com- 
pany are embarrassingly conservative. 
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“Taking the Back Seat as 





Then there is the radical white and black 
view that says we are not independent, ipso 
‘facto, we are censored by the Company or 
whoever, therefore we are moderate. You 
have to try and work within such a crazy situa- 
tion to savour the ndiculous nature of your 
situation. 

Not only that, some of our readers say al- 
most daily that we are fnghtened to report the 
truth as blacks see it. Some say we are simply 
cowardly because we fear arrest or whatever. 

Many rcaders, including the most literate 
among them, do not have the slightest notion 
of how a newspaper is produced, just as much 
as I don’t know what happens in a jam or shoe 
factory. The most literate blacks have a vaguish 
notion of the mynad and one laws that we have 
to Inpse across to escape the wrath of those in 
power They do not have the slightest notion 


about the iroubles we have trying to interpret 
this vague thing called racial incitement in a 
country so obsessed by race. 


There are vociferous black political voices 
that demand their pound of flesh everyday of 
the weck. There is a whole brace of factions 
amongst Slacks that demand their views be 
given prominence. Some of these people. from 
politicians to sportsmen tc showbiz people, 
rcad the paper only with the view of secing 
their poinis put across. 


Isomet nes feel itis a miracle that this paper 
comes out everyday. It should in fact be a 
pleasure tc work for something like the Citizen 
orseme \inkaans paper which acis with clear 
minds about theur objectives without any has- 
Sits. 


A problem 


The Citizen's market is clear as daylight. 
They serve up the conservative jazz which is 
gobbled up by a lot of whites who do not read 
something like the Rand Daily Mail, for one. 
The Afnkaans press, we suspect has something 
of a problem because they have quite ngid 
factions amongst themselves — verkrampte- 
verhg and so forth. But both these media do 
not have the Government to contend with like 
we do. 


Talking about an “independent” black vbice 
is not as simple as it sounds. The conservative’ 
view is specious and we have dealt with that. 
The radical v.ew is out also because they do not 
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know what forces we have to operate under. 
The purists view that we should operate “‘fac- 
tually” is perhaps the worst for there is no such 
thing in newspapers. There is even less of such 
a thing in a diverse situation as South Africa. 


The Editor of this paper has been in an iras- 
cible mood these days, worse luck for me. It 
could be the Steyn or even the Rabie Reports 
but he does seem to have a cavalier view of 
commissions, so maybe that’s not true. 


It is perhaps a good thing he was not called to 
represent us on that panel of editors for we 
fear, in his present mood, he would really have 
laid it on the line. 
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ECONOMIC REALITIES NECESSITATE PERMANENCE OF URBAN BLACKS

[Text] Lately one thing or another has been happening reminding us how transient 
ideas can be and how necessary it is to take into view the inexorable reality; 
But most of all this is something which must be done in a timely manner. 


No Turning Back 


Thus last month we witnessed the announcement of the government's great plan for 
housing the black people of South Africa...much the greater, because for such a 
long time too little has been done in this respect. For example in Soweto only 
7,700 housing units have been built in the past 7 years and today there is a 
shortage of 35,000 housing units and this shortage is increasing at the rate of 
4,000 units every year. 


The housing plan is a further confirmation of the view, which has grown gradually, 
that black people living outside the black national states are there to stay. For 
many people this appears to be most obvious; however, not so many years ago people 
were going on the supposition that the blacks were not and would not become a 
permanent part of white South Africa. 


The basic thinking for this was that the influx of black people from the homelands 
to the white cities could be stopped and even turned back and that more and more 
black people from the white areas would be moving to the homelands so as to find 

a better way of life there. This returning back was to have happened in 1978. 


That year came and went, but there was no turning back. To be sure the population 
of some of the homelands increased, but this did not go hand in hand with a 
reduction in the number of blacks in the white areas. It was just the opposite. 
Two Factors 

Two factors were mostly responsible for this. One of these is that it is impos- 


sible to create enough job opportunities in the homeiands; the other is that the 
fast developing South African economy has necessitated a constantly larger number 
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of black people in constantly increasing capacities...not only as handymen as 
before, but also to do work which was previously performed only by whites. There 
simply are not enough white people for this anymore. Thus in the case of black 
people who are performing these jobs permanent housing is unavoidable. 


This is an inexorable reality. This reality has existed for sometime, but in spite 
of this there is a trend, especially at a bureaucratic level, to insist on the 
view that blacks may stay in white areas only temporarily and that “permanency,” 
as it is called, ought to be discouraged. As a matter of fact it is openly being 
said that things should not become too pleasant for blacks in the white areas, 
because [otherwise] they would then be less inclined to establish themselves in 
the homelands. 


Fuller Life 


This view stems from those days when it was thought that the influx of blacks could 
actually be turned back...to the advantage of everybody, even to the advantage of 
blacks who would be able to live a fuller life in their own areas than they would 
in the white areas. But even long ago it became clear that South Africa will 

have to adjust to the permanent presence of an increasing number of blacks in white 
areas and this to the advantage of everybody. 


But old concepts are hard to abandon, just as it is hard to suddenly bring to a halt 
a heavily laden ship, and precious time has been lost allowing situations to 
develop which are of no profit to anybody. 


The above is demonstrated in the lack of jobs in the homelands, a factor which has 
contributed to the flow of blacks into white cities. This brings us to still 
another instance where an idea must yield to the demands of reality. 


Originally the idea was that whites must not be allowed to establish industries 
in the homelands. In theory there was a lot to be said for this idea. The 
intention was to prevent the capital rich whites from dominating these regions 
economically and as a result deprive the inhabitants of these regions of develop- 
ment possibilities. 


Unfortunately, however, the blacks themselves did not appear to be capable of 
undertaking the required development despite massive help by investment corpora- 
tions which were set up to help them...and so the jobs never materialized. 





No Talk of Domination 


Years went by before doors were opened to white investors. Jobs were created, but 
not yet enough by far. Today there is no talk about the homelands being econom- 
ically dominated by whites. There is still a shortage of white enterprises which 
can provide jobs and in the meantime an increasing number of homelands inhabitants 
are seeking jobs in the white cities. 


The lesson is obvious: Ideas, no matter how great they may be, must be at all 
times tested by the demands of reality.

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FRENCH POLICY TOWARD SOUTH AFRICA: BUSINESS AS USUAL 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 9 Feb 82 p 11 


[Text] Paris--Relations between France and South Africa have been ambiguous since 
socialist leader Francois Mitterrand became president in May of last year; however, 
it seems that "relations as usual" are being maintained. 


France has made it clear that it wants to increase its coal imports from South 
Africa which now amounts to 9 million tons annually. These imports could be in- 
creased to 12 million tons since coal from Pwland is no longer available. 


President Mitterrand has demonstrated great courage in the thorny matter of collab- 
oration with South Africa in the area of nuclear power. 


Under the regime of President Valery Giscard d'Estaing France had already 
delivered one of the two nuclear power turbines for use in the Koeberg Power Plant 
in South Africa. However, at one point it had seemed as though the second turbine 
would not be delivered. 


Despite threats by an anti-apartheid movement to stop the shipment of the turbine 
to South Africa the turbine was shipped through French channels. The movement was 
astonished over President Mitterrand's refusal to give ear to its demands...espe- 
cailly after its ravings against the South African Government. 


Arms Embargo 


Thereafter, in an eight-point plan, the anti-apartheid movement addressed a serious 
appeal to Premier Pierre Mauroy for him to take a series of measures against the 
South African Government such as set down in the electoral campaign of the ruling 
Socialist Party. 


The demands included an arms embargo, breaking all trade relations with South- 

West Africa (esgecially the purchase of uranium), the termination of the Koeberg 
contract, the suspension of French bank loans and investments in South Africa and 
the breaking of all sport ties with South Africa. There was also the demand that 
all the sanctions against South Africa be supported at international conferences. 


Mauroy gave no reply to the appeal; however, after receiving a copy of the letter, 
four departments wrote back saying that they would "continue to do business with 
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South Africa as usual." These were: the Department of Foreign Affairs, the 
Department of Foreign Trade, the Department of Defense and that of Youth and Sport. 


Rubgy Ties 


The Department of Foreign Trade emphasized the following: "We do not intend to 
close the French Trade Mission in Johannesburg." 


Although the Department of Youth and Sport made it clear that it was opposing rugby 
ties with South Africa, France did allow South African golf and tennis players to 
take part in tournaments in France. 


One week after the socialist-communist alliance attained an overwhelming majority 
in the elections for the National Assembly, Mr Philippe Decraene, a prominent 
French commentator on Africa, predicted that "France was going to increase its 
pressure on the South African Government." According to him Mitterrand would 
presumably deal "firmly" with South Africa in the course of talks with its govern- 
ment. 


A Speaking Partner 


Thus far there have been few outward signs of this increased pressure and, to be 
sure, on 12 December of last year President Mitterrand gave a hearty reception to 
the new French Ambassador to France, Mr Robert de Plooy. 


President Mitterrand stated: "I am undertaking to be a sincere and honest speaking 
partner of South Africa. South Africa is a special country. It has enormous 
potential, sources and advantages. South Africa has a great role to play in 
Africa." 


According to Mr Du Plooy he is not experiencing any problems in getting in touch 
with the Elysee President Palace and he added: "I am optimistic about our rela- 
tions. 


Three years ago old President Giscard suspended all discussions between his govern- 
ment officials and the South African Embassy in Paris by forcing the officials to 
refuse invitations to receptions or trips to South Africa. This restriction was 
suspended 9 months later and there are no signs that Mitterrand's government will 


switch over to such measures.

To the contrary Minister of Foreign Trade Michel Jobert has on various occasions 
told French business men and financiers: "I am in favor of negotiations with 
South Africa as in the past." 


Bared Its Fangs 
French companies have invested about 2.8 million rand in South Africa and next to 
the United States, West Germany, Britain and Japan have an average share of 5 per- 


cent of South African imports. 


But this is not the true state of affairs. For political and diplomatic reasons 
France has bared its fangs to the South African Governrent be it to a small extent. 
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Mitterrand has allowed SWAPO and the ANC to open offices in Paris and according 
to reports both of these offices are being subsidized by the French Socialist 
Party. However, these offices are being controlled and it appears that these do 
not have access to France's television and radio networks. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Claude Cheysson, who has a way of letting his tongue 
run away with him, has branded South Africa as a country with "an entirely unbear- 
able totalitarian government." 


Cheysson addressed these words to the president several months before President 
Mitterrand's meeting with Ambassador Du Lpooy. It is therefore clear that the 
French leader does not share Cheysson's opinion of South Africa. 


In general it appears that there are optimistic indications that relations between 
South Africa and France are improving. 


Advantage 


The French Communist Party, which is feared to be ready to support SWAPO and the 
ANC, suffered a disastrous defeat last year in the presidential and parliamentary 
elections when it lost 1 million votes (a fourth of its previous strength). The 
party's daily newspaper HUMANITE is having financial troubles and there is no money 
for independence movements in Africa. 


The revolting chaotic events which took place last year in Black Africa were to the 
advantage of the stability in South Africa. Gradually attention is being given to 
South African Prime Minister P. W. Botha's continuous emphasis of the fact that 
South Africa is a bastion against Russian agression and this attention follows the 
recent events in Afghanistan and Poland.

On this occasion the group, consisting of representatives of the ruling PDS-Party 
and two Brazilian opposition leaders, was given honorary membership of parliament 
through a gift to each of its members of a necktie which may be worn only by 
members of parliament. 


In turn Mr Du Toit received a special gift from Mr Resa, a member of the PDS Party. 
This is a gold coin minted on the occasion of Brazil's 150th independence anniver- 
sary celebration. Through an interpreter Mr Rosa said that the visiting members 
of parliament were aware of South Africa's resolve to find a solution to its 
problems and of its continuing struggle against communism. They realize the 
desire of the government and of the country's inhabitants for bringing about the 
necessary internal changes. 


However, evolution must take place "step by step" in order to forestall disillu- 
sionment among the inhabitants of the country. 


International media is telling a lot of stories about South Africa in Brazil. For 
this reason the group of parlamentarians decided to make history and upon invita- 
tion came to South Africa as the first fact finding mission of its kind. Mr Rosa 
said that they want to form their own opinion on the country's actual situations.

South Africa has chosen. 


Mr Rosa went on to say that when they are back in Brazil they will relay the facts 
as they saw them in South Africa. 


According to informed spokesmen the Brazilian delegation is especially interested 
in South Africa's coal industry and most of all in the SASOL [South African Coal, 
Oil and Gas Corporation] which it will be visiting. 


Besides South Africa, Brazil has also felt the oil crisis quite seriously and is 
continuously looking for alternative sources of energy.

SOUTH AFRICA APPREHENSIVE OVER ROMANIAN MAIZE BARTER 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afiikaans 11 Feb 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] The possibility of exporting a portion of South Africa's maize surplus to 
Romania is causing a stir in agricultural and political circles. 


This is being described as an extremely thorny situation which could have far- 
reaching consequences for South African agriculture. 


NAMPO, the maize producers organization, had stipulated the transaction in an 
effort to move several million tons of surplus maize. However, Romania does not 
have the hard cash to pay for this. 


In the meantime a new contract has been concluded with the Republic of China for 
the export there of 1.8 million tons of maize over the following 3 years. 


Romania, one of the countries behind the iron curtain, wishes to even out the 
account with fertilizer and agricultural implements. 


The price at which the fertilizer could be delivered to South Africa is believed 
to compare very favorably with the local fertilizer prices. 


Although maize industry circles are indicating that this is an advantageous trans- 
action, in agricultural and other circles there is serious concern, because of 
the far-reaching effects that this could have in South Africa. 


Apprehension 


There is apprehension that the loca’ fertilizer industry could be hurt through the 
importation of so-called inexpensive fertilizer and the consequences that such an 
action would have on the long run. This could cause South Africa to become 
dependent on a very dubious and possibly unreliable supplier of 4 necessary 
commodity for agriculture. 


Moreover, objections had been raised earlier as this might mean that the maize 
industry would be expected to subsidize the fertilizer industry through higher 
fertilizer prices, while fertilizer could be imported cheaper from abroad. 


The maize industry, as is the fertilizer industry, is subject to controls. 
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It is expected that the government will be working with this matter with great 
caution in considering a permit for the importation of fertilizer in the event 
that there is agreement in favor of the transaction. 


At best, a permit would be issued under conditions in which the quantity of 
fertilizer coming into the country, as well as its contents, are stipulated. 


As early as this week a large group of representatives of the maize industry had 
discussions with Minister of Industry, Trade and Tourism Dawie de Villiers and with 
Minister of Agriculture Piet du Plessis. A decision is awaited before the end of 
che week. 


Dr De Villiers did not wish to make any comments on the intended transaction, but 
he said that it is not the government which conducts trade, but the private sector. 


It is the government's policy to enable the private sector as much as possible to 
conduct trade which will be to the advantage of South Africa. There are trade 
agreements with many countries. 


However, with respect to any transaction the government has a responsibility to 
see to it that agriculture's supplying ability is not endangered in the long run.

HIJACKED AIRCRAFT RETURNED--Seventy-one hostages and five crew members of Air 
Tanzania Boeing-737, hijacked last Friday arrived in Dar es Salaam this morn- 
ing from London to a heroic welcome from city residents. On arrival the ex- 
hostages were welcomed by the prime minister, Ndugu Cleopa Msuya, the foreign 
minister, Ndugu Salim Ahmad Salim, the minister fortransport and comaunication 
and Ndugu John Malecela. [as heard] Others were the mayor of Dar es Salaam, 
Ndugu Ramadhani Nyamka and various high-ranking party and government officials, 
including thousands of Dar es Salaam residents. Welcoming the hostages, the 
prime minister, Ndugu Msuya, hailed Tanzanians for their calmmess during the 
whole hostage drama and once again congratulated the British Government for 
its effort to rescue the hijacked plane. Ndugu Msuya said that stern mea- 
sures will be taken against the five hijackers. The leader of the freed 
hostages, Ndugu (Hatib Hasan Hatib), read a message of thanks to the Tanzania 
and British governments for their efforts to rescue [as heard] the release 

of the hostages and the plane by the hijackers. The message condemned the 
bandits" action and said that it was aimed at violating the country's poli- 
tical ideology. They asked the Air Tanzania Corperation to increase security 
measures at airports in order to avoid the recurrence of such actions.

CHINESE EXPERTS AID RICE FARM NEAR LIRA 
Kampala UGANDA TIMES in English 22 Feb 82 p l 
{Article by Perez Owori] 


[Text] Olweny Swamp in Lira District has been seiected as site for fully 
mechanised rice scheme with 600 to 700 hectares of cultivated land. 


When construction work is completed, this will become Uganda's third largest 
farm, after Kibimba in Iganga and Doho in Tororo Districts. 


The site was selected by the Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry in consulta- 
tion with the Chinese expert group responsible for the feasibility study of 
the project. 


The project was jointly formulated by the Uganda government and the United 
Nations Development Programme (UNDP), as one of the major plans under this 
country’s rice development programme. 


The swamp is located adjacent to Lake Kwania, with a total area of 10,000 ac- 
res of arable land, of which 8,000 acres can be developed into irrigated rice 
production. 


Uganda is the execution ag-ncy of this UNDP financed project whose purpose is 
to help her make better use of rich water and land resources. 


In an exclusive interview in Kampala over the weekend, the leader of the 
Chinese experts, Mr Yang Jin Hui, told “Uganda Times:" "We will leave for 
Lira soon to carry out a detailed survey of the swamp. The final report of 
the feasibility study will be submitted within six months, as stipulated in 
the project document.” 


He said the government of the People's Republic of China was participating in 
the project with the objective of promoting technical cooperation among de- 
veloping countries. 


The Chinese team, organised by China National Complete Plant Export Corpora- 


tion, includes four senior engineers, one economist, one architect and a 
sociologist. 
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Mr Yang explained that nis team had during pre-selection site visits, toured 
six districts, in Eastern, Northern and Western Uganda. 


"Since Olweny Swamp is close to Lake Kwania, there is also potential for the 
development of fisheries," he noted. 


Communication for the swamp is good. There are roads crossing both the north- 
ern and southern parts of it, waterway transport is possible at Kachung and a 
railway line is nearby. 


These favourable conditions have made Olweny Swamp a promising place of the 
development of a new diversified economic region with rice production as its 
main activity. 

It is estimated that when in full operation, the total production of the 


scheme would be 3,000 tonnes while the potential of rice production of the 
whole swamp would be 14,000 tonnes per annum.

FURTHER REPORTAGE ON ISSUANCE OF NEW BANK NOTES 
Kampala UGANDA TIMES in English 17 Feb 82 p l

[Text] The Bank of Uganda, under powers vested in it by Sections 14 and 16 
of the Bank of Uganda Act 1966, will issue new currency notes from March l, 
1982. 


A Statutory Instrument to the effect of the new issue of currency notes, in 
the denominations of 5/-, 10/-, 20/, 50/- and 100/- has been issued by the 
Bank, prescribing that the new notes will circulate alongside the present 
issue in circulation, and thst the two types of currency notes will be ex- 
changeable at their face value. 


The acting General Manager of the Bank, Mr B. M. Kume, said the public should 
note that the introduction of the new currency notes did not mean currency 
exchange or conversion. 


"The two types of currency notes--the old and new--will be exchangeable at 
their face values; and will be considered by the Bank of Uganda as legal ten- 
der at their face value,” Mr Kume said. 


Individual denominations shall easily be identified by size, dominant colours 
and vignettes appearing on the back; 5/- will be of D/green colour and vic- 
nette subject is “harvesting coffee beans" 10/- will be purple with an “animal 
against the background of Murchison Falls” 20/- will be red brown and the vig- 
nette subject is the Bank of Uganda Building;" 50/- will be dark brown and the 
vignette subject will be “Owen Falls Dam;" and, 100/- will have a maroon col- 
our with “Lake Bunyonyi in Western Uganda.” 


The other common features to all five denominations shall remain, viz: 
Fronts; the dominant features is Uganda's national Coat of Arms superimposed 
on the country's outline and located on the left side of the notes. The 
Coat of Arms of the Bank of Uganda is to be seen in the bottom right corner 
of each note. 


The value of the note in words is to be found on every note in English and 
Swahili together with the title "Bank of Uganda", the statement that the note 
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is legal tender for the amount in question, and the signatures of the Bank's 
governor and Secretary who have signed the notes for the Bank of Uganda. 


Numerals indicating the notes value appear in all four corners of the design 
with the exception of the 10/-. 


The background to the design includes a rainbow--like arc-forming frame to the 
central vignette, flanked by the distinctive shields found on the front design. 


Mr Kume explained that all district commissioners should collect posters de- 
picting designs of the new currency from the nearest Currency Offices for 
distribution to counties and sub-counties in the respective areas.

TIENTARABOUM DEPLORES MANNER OF SDAR ADMISSION

[Text] Ouagadougou, 27 Feb (AFP)--Upper Volta "deplores the way in which the 

SDAR [Saharan Democratic Arah Republic] was admitted tc the meeting of the OAU 
Council of Ministers in Addis Ababa" because that meeting is “a budgetary 

meeting and does not have the right to act on the SDAR issue, which is a political 
one,'’ said Lt Col Felix Tientaraboum, the Upper Voltan minister of foreign 
affairs, on Friday. 


The Upper Voltan foreign minister, who was due to leave Ouagadougou on Saturday 
for Addis Ababa to join the Upper Voltan delegation at the 38th session of the 
OAU Council of Ministers meeting, recalled that out of 50 countries, only 15 
were represented by their foreign ministers. 


On the other hand “in 1981 the problem was placed in the hands of a commission 
charged with the organization and implementation of the recommendations of the 
heads of state on a referendum in ‘/estern Sahara," he went on to say, adding 
"we have not been informed of the dissolution of the commission," meaning that 
the procedure has not been completed and it is up to the heads of state to 
decide upoa the admission of the SDAR. 


"In addition, we contest the presence at the meeting of the SDAR," Lieutenant 
Colonel Tientaraboum repeated. "My delegation left for Addis Ababa to deal with 
a precise agenda. It will participate in the examination of the proposed 

agenda but it will not participate in the examination of any other issue." 


-lonel Tientaraboum added that he did not understand what led the OAU secretary 
general to make such a decision. He could have made it in Freetown in February 
1981 when a majority of 26 countries agreed to admit the SDAR, he said. 


"The unity of the OAU is threatened, but our political leaders are wise enouzh 
to preserve this unity which I sincerely hope for," the minister concluded.

Candidature 
for members of Parliament, which will be submitted from 17 May to 6 Jume, will 
be examined by the Central Committee of the MPR (the sole ruling party) from 

12 July to 9 August first after passing throush the Zonal People's Committee 

and the MPR Subregional Committee. According to the provisions of the law, the 
people's commissioners (parliamentarians) as well as members of the urban zonal 
councils and those of the community councils will be elected by secret ballot, 
by a majority of votes. The president signed two additional ordinances on 
Thursday, one on the political and administrative organization in Zaire, and the 
other defining the statutes of the city of Kinshasa, the capital. At the level

ZAMBIA, ZAIRE BORDER DISPUTE--Lusaka, 3 Mar (AFP)--The Zambia-Zaire Regional 
Permanent Commission is to meet in the Kitwe on the copperbelt tomorrow in an 
attempt to quell border skirmishes which have strained relations between the 
two neighbouring states.
